A DARK CLOUD OBSCURES JOSEPH 


M’AULIFFE’S CAREER.

M cA U L IF F E W H IP P E D . 


J a c k s o n K n o ck s O ut th e C a lifo rn ia P e t 
in T w en ty -fo u r H ard R o u n d s. 
S an F ra n cisc o, December 28th.—A glove 
contest to a finish took place to-night at the 
rooms of the California A thletic Club, for 
a purse of $3,000 offered by it, between Joe 
McAuliffe, cham pion heavy-weight of the 
Pacific coast, and Peter Jackson, cham pion 
of Australia 
McAuliffe was seconded by 
Barney Farley and Joe Bowers, and Jack­ 
son by Sam Fitzpatrick and Tom Meadows. 
H iram Cooke refereed the fight. Jackson 
stripped a t 205 pounds, and McAuliffe at 
225. 
The men stepped into the ring at 9:10, 
McAuliffe in ttie lead. 
Both men were in 
prim e condition. 
McAuliffe wore a hand 
of cloth around his right hand, which was 
not entirely well from the injury received 
some tim e ago. 
Tim e was called at 9:23. McAuliffe led 
off first, after a few m om ents’ sparring, 
and a half-dozen blows were exchanged in 
the round. No damage was done. 
Second round—Jackson started in to 
rush m atters, and got in some telling blows 
on Mac’s jaw , and a sw inging right-hander 
brought the blood to M cAulifle's left ear. 
Considerable in-fighting against the ropes 
took place. 
T hird round—Jackson again tried to 
rush m atters, and was received by three or 
four under-cuts from MeAuiiffe's right, 
w hich 
dam pened his ardor som ewhat. 
McAuliffe had decidedly the best of it. 
Fourth round—By clever ducking Jack­ 
son missed a couple of vicious right-hand­ 
ers, and after some sparring Jackson led 
w ith his right and caught his opponent on 
the ear a stinging blow, and McAuliffe re­ 
turned the com plim ent with his left on 
Jackson’s jaw . 
Fifth round—Jackson led w ith his left 
three times, each tim e reaching MeAuiiffe’s 
neck, but not doing m uch damage. H is 
superior reach was show n. In this round 
McAuliffe got in a swinging right-hander 
on Jackson’s ear that would have dazed any 
other m an. 
Sixth round—Jackson devoted attention 
to his adversary's wind, but McAuliffe 
m anaged to get out of his reach and no 
damage was done. 
Seventh round—As usual, Jackson backed 
his man around the ring and did m ost of 
the work, McAuliffe actiug on the defens­ 
ive, except w hen 
crowded. 
McAuliffe 
m anaged to land two vicious left handers 
on Jackson’s m outh. 
Betting by this tim e 
was even, although prior to the fight odds 
of $100 to $60 were m ade on McAuliffe. 
Eighth round—This was a repetition of 
the second, Jackson forcing the fighting 
from the start. 
N inth round—T his 
was decidedly in 
Jackson’s favor. H e got in a couple of 
good undercuts on McAulifle’s jaw s and 
forced him against the ropes. Both men 
were breathing hard. 
T enth round—McAuliffe assum ed 
the 
aggressive and reached Jackson’s right ear 
w ith a terrible right-hander, and soon re­ 
peated it, Jackson going to the floor after 
losing his feet. 
From the tenth to the fifteenth round 
nothing but sparring was indulged in. 
In 
this round Jackson livened up m atters by 
working on Mac’s ribs and winding him 
badly. 
Tim e was called just in tim e to 
save McAuliffe. 
In the eighteenth round McAuliffe was 
again badly winded, and in the nineteenth 
Jackson got in some heavy work on his 
ribs and neck. 
It now looked as though it 
was the colored cham pion’s fight, he ap­ 
pearing iresh and not having received so 
mnch punishm ent as his opponent. 
Mc- 
Auliffe’s eyes began to close at this stage. 
N othing notew orthy occurred u p to the 
tw enty-third round, when Jackson smashed 
McAuliffe several times on the nose, caus­ 
ing th at organ to bleed profusely. 
It was 
now evident that McAuliffe had m et his 
m atch and a little more, and that he could 
only last a few m ore rounds. 
In the succeeding round Jackson rained 
blow alter blow on MeAuiiffe's face and 
ribs, and in the m iddle of the twenty- 
fourth round sm ashed right and left on his 
neck. A well-directed blow on the chin 
did the business for McAuliffe, and he 
dropped on his haunches in the opposite 
corner and failed to respond to the call of 
tim e. 
H is m outh and nose was bleeding 
freely, and he had a dazed appearance. 
T he winner was greeted w ith trem endous 
applause, and the short-enders were wild 
w ith delight. 


8 rH U N G C P . 


L eo n g S in g H a n g ed fo r th e M ord er o f 
H la C u ele, i-eo u g C hun . 
San 
F r a n cisc o. December 28th.—The 
execution of Leong Sing, a C hinam an, for 
the m urder of his uncie, Leong Chun, took 
place in the yard of theC ouuty Jail this 
m orning. 
His case has attracted consider­ 
able attention. 
Briefly told, the story of 
the crim e is as follows: 
On the night of March 30, 1887, abont 
11:30 o’clock, as Chun was seated in his 
place of business—the W on Ley Jan res­ 
taurant, at 830 W ashington street, the as­ 
sassin entered, and w ithout any warning, 
drew a pistol from beneath his blouse and 
deliberately killed Chun. 
The m urder was 
the 
outgrowth 
of 
m oney transactions. 
Both Chun and Sing belonged to the same 
com pany—the Lsong Si Tong—w hich had 
for its objects the protection of its m em ­ 
bers. 
Cbun had been the Treasurer o f the 
company previous to Sing becoming a 
m ember. 
Sing’s uncle induced him to 
join the company, and he had paid in 
about $12. Sing afterward desired to w ith­ 
draw, and demanded the return of the 
money that he had paid, and threatened 
Chun if the m onev was not forthcoming. 
On the night on which the fatal deed was 
committed he again demanded th at his 
m oney be returned. 
H e was again refused 
by Chun and Sing at once put his threat 
into execution and fired the fatal shot. 
THE EXECUTION TO-DAY. 
At 11 o’clock, as all the arrangem ents 
had been made, there was little or no hustle 
inside the jail, and those inside sim ply 
waited for the clock to reach the hour of 
noon. 
At 11:30 o’clock those invited to be pres­ 
ent were allowed to enter, and they soon 
filled the lower corridor. 
The condemned m an’s last few hours 
were passed quietly. 
H e arose about 7 
o’clock and partook of a light breakfast, 
after w hich he reclined for aw hile on his 
couch. 
H e was not anxioos to see anyone, 
and would not converse, m aintaining the 
careless attitude he has shown throughout 
the trial and since the sentence of death 
has hung over him . 
A t exactly 12 o'clock the doomed m an 
was led out on to the scaffold. It was the 
work of a few seconds to strap him and ad­ 
ju st the black cap, and at 12:02i Leong Sing 
had paid the penalty for killing his uncie. 
A t 12:20 the body was cut down and taken 
to the Morgue. 


T H E H O R T IC U L T U R IST S. 


F ru it-G ro w ers D iscu ss th e S u b ject o f T ile 
D ra in a g e. 
S a n 
F r a n c isc o , December 
28th.—The 
topic of sub-irrigation and tile drainage, 
opened at the last m eeting of the State 
H orticultural Society, was continued at the 
regular m onthly m eeting to-day. Professor 
H ilgard presided. 
Before taking up the subject F . J . Felter 
of this city. Captain J. K. McFee of Napa, 
and C. W . lleed of Sacramento, were pro­ 
posed for m em bership. 
Professor John 
Swett, of this city, was elected a m em ber. 
Some excellent specim ens of Lawton 
seedling apples, raised by I.G . W ickcrsham , 
o f Petalum a, on his farm near that place, 
were exhibited and tasted, to the genera! 
satisfaction of all. 
Leonard Coates, of Napa, opened the dis­ 
cussion on tile drainage. 
H e commended 
e plan of building a pond on som e prop­ 
erty, letting all the drains run into it, and 
the water then escaping by evaporation. A 
well m ight serve the sam e purpose on a 
sm aller scale. Care should be taken not to 
use too large tiling. 
Professor H ilgard called attention to the 


m atter of piping. There is more reason 
j for lack ofsuccess with too large piping than 
w ith too sm all. Silt will accum ulate in 
large drains, and if there is opportunity for 
water to stagnate.roots will run to the tiles. 
In this State, where there is a light rainfall 
compared with parts of the East where 
m elted snow also adds to the soil moisture, 
there is less need for large pipe. 
In 
the judgm ent of the speaker 3-inch pipe 
is large enough for all purposes. 
It is of 
im portance to rem em ber that tile drainage _ 
will improve adobe soil more than nioistf 
soils. 
Gilbert Tom pkins of San Lorenzo read 
some interesting pamphlets, etc.. regarding 
drainage 
He brought out a num ber of 
good points. Tile drainage, because of its 
dem onstrated v '"e, ¡3 alm ost universal in 
Illinois, Indiana and Ohio. 
Mr. Tompkins 
figured that land can be drained here at a 
cost of about $55 an acre, using 3 inch pipe. 
Mr. Weir, formerly of Illinois, told.of the 
good that had been done in that State by 
under-draining. W . G. Klee called atten­ 
tion to some dangers from tile draing.

N E V A D A COUNTY’S S H E R IF F . 


T h e R e c a - u t In N ev a d a R e v er ses th e R e­ 
su lt o f th e O fficial C anvass. 
N ev a d a Cit y , December 28th.—The re­ 
count in the Lord-Dunster contest for the 
Shrievalty was concluded this afternoon. 
Lord (Rep.), has. according to it, 58 m ajor­ 
ity, whereas the Supervisors’ canvass gave 
D unster 75 m ajority. 
No evidences of 
fraud were discovered in the returns of any 
precinct, besides Boston Ravine. 
W illiam 
Kelleber testified that he was present as a spe­ 
cial Deputy Sheriff during the entire count 
there, and though watching closely saw no 
fraud. 
Expert testim ony was introduced 
by Dunster to show that the seals on the 
baliot-envelope had been tam pered with 
after the package was delivered to the 
County Clerk. 
More evidence will betaken 
to-morrow. 
Petitions calling on the Superior Judge to 
imm ediately convene the Grand Ju ry and 
have the fraud investigated, also to W ith­ 
hold a decision in the contest till other 
testimony as to the seals and w riting on 
scratched ballots from Boston Ravine can 
be obtained, are being circulated and gen­ 
erally signed. M uch excitem ent prevails, 
but little else being talked of. 


T H E N A F A S K N A T O R SH IF . 


T h e C o n test O ver th e L e g a lity o f th e 
V e te ra n s’ H o m e V ote. 
N a p a , December 2 8 th .— The Sprague- 
H arding Senatorial contest began at Yount- 
ville to-day before Justices of the Peace 
McGeorge and Thom pson. The taking of 
testim ony will consume several days, as 
over one hundred witnesses are subpenaed 
who are Democrats and no' inm ates of the 
V eterans’ Hom e. 
Twenty have thus far 
been exam ined. 
They testified th at they 
voted tor H arding. Colonel Sackwell, of 
the Veterans’ Home Commission, is pres­ 
ent in the interest of the veterans. 
It is the intention of the contestant to 
ascertain how the electors who are not vet­ 
erans voted for Senator at the last election, 
and thus to show that without the soldiers' 
votes Sprague could not have been elected ; 
and this evidence will be subm itted to the 
Senate.

P ort T o w n se n d, December 28th.—The 
steam ship Idaho arrived from Alaskan 
ports this evening bringing news concern­ 
ing the wreck of the steam schooner Leo 
at Prince Frederick’s Sound, about seventy 
miles southeast of Juneau, on November 
25th. The crew got ashore in safety.

T h ree L ad s H a v e an E x c itin g T im e W ith 
F e r o c io u s C a ta m o u n ts. 
E d r a y (W .Va.L December 28th.—A story 
comee from Black M ountain, near here, of 
a terrific fight between three farm er boys 
and two catam ounts. 
Charles and Thom as Flinn, aged 14 and 
16 years, accompanied by another voung 
fellow, named Ned Phillips, about 17 years 
old, were crossing Black M ountain on their 
wav to tne Phillips farm, about six miles 
distant. 
W hen in the densest part of the 
m ountain they suddenly came across two 
full-grown wildcats, which were feeding 
upon a sheep which they had recently 
killed. Two of the boys were provided 
with a farm -rake and a hoe. The cata­ 
m ounts did not await an attack, but boldly 
advanced upon the boys 
The larger one 
sprang at Phillips, who struck it with the 
blade of the ho? as he sprang aside, and as 
the cat landed on its feet it received another 
severe blow on the neck from the hickory 
in the hands of the youngest Fiinn boy. 
M eanwhile, the otherF inn had his bands 
full, as the other catam ount had m ade for 
him . 
His spring would have carried him 
squarely at the hoy’s face had not the latter 
jum ped to one side, receiving a terrible 
clawing on the left shoulder and three or 
four bad scratches on the cheek as the cat 
passed. ^ The rake in the bands of this boy 
did good service, as he succeeded in sinking 
the iron teeth deeply into the catam ount’s 
back when it landed'. 
T he fight begun in this m anner lasted 
fully five m inutes, and ended in the boys 
killing bo’b cats. 
After an boar's rest, 
and attending to their wounds as best thev 
could, the boys returned to the Finn farm", 
dragging their game after them . The cats 
weighed forty-three and forty-one pounds 
respectively, and are m onsters of that spe­ 
cies.

T E L L E R ’S TA CTIC S. 


T h e C olorad o S en ator C a lls on H arrison 
a n d T a lk s P o litic s. 
I n d ia n a p o l is, December 28th.—The only 
distinguished out-of-town visitor at the 
residence of the President-elect to-day was 
Senator H enry M. Teller of Colorado, ex­ 
Secretary of the Interior under President 
A rthur. Senator Teller arrived in the city 
last night and was the g est of Colonel and 
Mrs. N. R. Ruckle. 
He had aloDg private 
talk w ith the President-elect this m orning 
and left the city shortly after noon. 
There is considerable speculation as to 
w hat passed between the General and his 
visitor, and especially as to what was the 
Senator’s mission. 
In an interview had 
just prior to his calling upon the President­ 
elect Senator Teller said he thought the 
tariff would pass the Senate not later than 
January 2 2 1 or 23d. H e did not believe 
there would be an extra session of Con­ 
gress. 
R egardiugthe talk about Senator M itchell 
of Oregon as a Cabinet possibility. Teller 
said: 
“H e would m ake a very good Cabi­ 
net officer, but I do not know lhat he de­ 
sires such a position, and I have heard of 
no effort to urge him . I doubt if he would 
leave the Senate. Tnese would be nothing 
in the way of his acceptance if he should be 
appointed. 
H is successor in the Senate 
would be a Republican, as the Oregon Leg­ 
islature is Republican.” 
The Senator thought that one new Cabi­ 
net officer would certainly come from the 
W est. 
H e stated that he expected to ex­ 
press his views to the President-elect on 
political matters, but he should not urge 
the appointm ent of any m an. H e should, 
however, tell him what he thought about 
some men. 
^ In response to a query as to w hether the 
Republican m em bers of the Senate were 
not generally of the opinion that Blaine 
should be invited into the Cabinet, Senator 
Teller replied: 
“ There is a division of 
opinion. Some of Blaine’s friends think 
that he will be Secretary of State, but there 
are others who think his appointm ent 
m ight not be advisable.” 
Two conflicting opinions exist to-night 
among 
local politicians as to Senator 
Teller's Cabinet suggestions and recom­ 
m endations to the President-elect. 
One is 
that he came to advocate Blaine's appoint­ 
m ent on the ground of party harm ony. 
The other th at he advised against Blaine 
entering the Cabinet. The real truth as to 
what, if anything, the Senator said on this 
point is known only to him self and Gen­ 
eral Harrison. 


Q U ITE A SUCCESS. 


H ow th e D y n a m ite C ru iser A cted on H er 
M aid en T rip, 
P h il a d e l p h ia , December 
28th. — The 
new dynam ite cruiser Vesuvius, which left 
Cramp’s shipyard yesterday for Delaware 
bay, there to have a test of speed, returned 
to the shipyard at 1 o’clock this afternoon. 
Thejcourse in the bay where the trial was 
m ade was reach last evening before dark, 
and although the wind was blowing a gale, 
the sea heavy, and other disadvantageous 
conditions existed, the contractors con­ 
cluded to have the trial before dark. 
The 
course was two miles. 
It was m ade in 5 
m inutes and 54 seconds, three seconds 
faster than the tim e fixed by the Board as 
requisite to a rate of 20 knots. 
A nother 
run was made in 6 m inutes and 21 seconds, 
w hich was 24 seconds over the tim e. 
T he vessel then anchored off Jones’ 
Light all night, and this m orning another 
trial was made. 
D uring the run, however, 
one of the air-pum p levers broke, and the 
last half-knot was run w ith only one en­ 
gine. The tim e made was 6 m inutes and 
18 seconds, and the trial was then aban­ 
doned and the Vesuvius returned to the 
city. 
A heavier air-pum p lever will be provided, 
and another trial made as soon as they are 
fitted—probably on Thursday next. The 
horse-power developed at the tim e the air- 
pum p lever broke was 4,280. 


T H E V IR G IN IA O U TR AG E. 


F u rth er C o n cern in g tire D y n a m ite O ut­ 
r a g e a t a N eg ro P a r ty . 
H a r r iso n b u r g (Va.), December 28th—A 
dynam ite cartridge placed under the cor­ 
ner of a house near McGaheysville, in this 
county, on W ednesday night, in which a 
party of negroes were' having a dance, ex­ 
ploded and alm ost totally destroyed the 
building and fatally injured Amos Moore 
and two women. A terrible loss of life 
would have happened if the alarm had not 
been given by a m an who saw the cartridge 
and recognized the danger. 
Moore and 
two women, who had not tim e to escape, 
were throw n with terrible force through 
the building. They cannot recover. Threats 
of lynching are freely indulged in.

F U O sP E C T IV K B O N A N ZA . 


T h e C la im o f a W id o w to a L a rg e I’or- 
tio n o f P h ila d e lp h ia . 
P it t sb u r g , December 28th.—Daniel Ross 
died four years ago. 
He was one of the 
m anagers of ¡he Fort W ayne Railroad. In 
looking over his papers recently his widow, 
A nnie Ross, discovered the deed to several 
hundred acres of land in the most valuable 
part of Philadelphia. 
They are on record 
there and in Pittsburg, aud bear the date 
of 1857. Mrs. Ross has employed an attor­ 
ney to look into the claim, a rd he will at 
once proceed to Philadelphia to see abont 
clearing up the title. The land, it appears, 
came into possession of one of the ancestors 
of Mr. Ross through the Penns. Mrs. Ross 
is the only direct heir. 
H er lawyer states 
that from his present inform ation be be­ 
lieves the claim is valid and will be sus­ 
tained by the Courts. There seems to be 
no flaw in the deeds.

N o r w ic h (Conn.), December 2Sth.—The 
question ol nudity in art has about turned 
this town upside down. The objects in 
question are in the fine new Slater Mem­ 
orial M useum. T he people who are m ak­ 
ing th e fuss live here. They have carried 
their crusade of prudery to an extent al­ 
most impossible to credit. They have been 
able practically to dem and the m utilation 
of the Starnes in the new Art Museum. The 
statues were secured by Mr. Slater from 
Eoiope, and were faithful reproductions of 
some of the finest works of art in the world. 
B at the pnblic will never see them as 
they arrived. 
The whole town knew all 
about the statues before they were half 
way through the Custom-house, ana as a 
result they were prom ptly quarantined on 
tbeir arrival. 
W hen thev emerged they 
were one and all reduced to tne decorous 
Norwich 
standard 
Chisel and dauber 
have been vigorously employed. 
Some 
twenty-five in all were thns tinkered with.

The Spanish laws against sm uggling con­ 
tain a provision that if a vissel conies into 
a Spanish port with les3 cargo on board 
than the manifests read, she will be liable 
to a fine of $200 for every package miss­ 
ing. 
This ship’s manifest mentioned twenty 
packages of corn starch, that could not be 
found. 
A fine of $4,000 was accordingly 
levied on her. 
It is customary to rem it 
the fine if reasonable excuse can be given 
but in this case the m issing package’ conld 
in no way be accounted for. 
One defense 
was advanced that the goods hail been put 
by m istake on tlie hark Josephus, which 
lay close to tho Josefa in New Y’ork, hut 
the Departm ent, upon investigating the 
case, learned that the Josephus liad no 
corn starch on board that trip, and did not 
lie next to the Josc-fa in loading. 
In the correspondence the officers of the

Miss Swenson said she had been en­ 
trapped from her hom e under the promise 
of obtaining work by a woman claim ing to 
be the m anager of an em ploym ent agency 
in Tower. 
She was sent from St. Panl to the dive in 
company with a half-dozen other women 
in charge of two men, one 
of whom, 
she subsequently learned was Jack Ben­ 
son, a notorious offender. 
They were 
taken direct to his infam ous den and only 
then told what was expected of them . The 
protests of the women availed nothing. 
Those who were inclined to be obdurate 
were cuffed and beaten into submission. 
Then followed five weeks of debauchery 
and orgies such as Miss Swenson had never 
even dreamed of.

OLD WORLD ECHOES.

The rejoicings of English Tories over 
the success of British artns in Egypt Is 
not reflected in the minds of their wiser 
countrymen, to whom these petty victories 
are only one degree less exas[>eratlng than 
defeats. Victories, like floggings, should 
be fraught with a moral, otherwise they 
are lost on those on whom they are in­ 
flicted. The religious temperament of 
the Arab fanatic renders it impossible 
that he should ever draw wisdom from the 
series of defeats to which conflict with the 
British arms has thus far exposed him. 
Disaster is jiowerless to daunt the dervish 
who sees in the death-trench a passport to 
Paradise which he will not hesitate 
to take. Unreflective and unreason­ 
ing, 
the 
Bodouin of 
the 
desert 
has no conception of a lost cause, 
but ascribes defeat or victory to the immut­ 
able will of Allah. 
“Kismet” is bis 
motto, the spirit of which will sustain him 
in conflicts of the most unequal propor­ 
tions. These victories of the British in 
Egypt are as morally useless as they are 
materially costly. Pacification and settle­ 
ment never follow on their heels, aud the 
frequency with which they have to be 
iterated, proves the utterly unconquerable 
character of the tribes who bear the brunt 
of them. Until England will recognize 
the expediency of withdrawing her troops 
from the desert, she will experience per­ 
petual recurrences of these idiotic skir­ 
mishes, which far from reflecting glory on 
her arms, only demonstrate the folly of 
employing them in such unworthy fields. 
The ruby mine syndicate promises to be 
as great a scandal as the salt syndicate, 
whose monopolistic tendencies have del­ 
uged its directors with a flood of newspa­ 
per opprobium. These mines, acquired 
by conquest from the Burmese by the Brit­ 
ish, were conceded to a syndicate to work 
for five years, at the annual rental of 
$200,000. At the head of this syndicate is 
the great Bond-street jeweler, Mr. Streeter, 
who, what between his pearl fleets and his 
diamond mines, is the greatest gem col­ 
lector on earth. At the time the conces­ 
sion was granted (three years ago) there 
appeared to be no flaw in the lease which 
the Viceroy of India gave with the mines. 
Yow, however, the latter’s right to 
lease them at all has been impugned 
by the home Government, and not satis­ 
fied with quashing Lord Duflerin’s conces­ 
sion, the India Office has called for tenders 
for the absolute purchase of the mines. 
Naturally the Streeter syndicate thinks it 
has been most shabbily treated, and its 
agent, Captain Patton, is now agitating the 
lobbies of the House of Commons in favor 
of justice being done his employers. The 
former enjoys the distinction of being the 
champion pigeon shot of the world, and 
recollecting that the pigeon’s blood is the 
shade of color to which the rays of the 
true ruby eorresjiond, the Captain’s famil­ 
iarity with the former may explain his 
connection with the latter. 
Our knowledge of the habits and dimen­ 
sions of angels gains sensible additions by 
some recent answers returned to questions 
put to Turkish school-boys at a competi­ 
tive examination recently held at Constan­ 
tinople. Of the wrong answers returned 
to the several questions, we have no in­ 
formation, but of the right answers, the 
following, which give the clue to the 
queries which elicited them, are edifying. 
The number of angels who, in the irrev­ 
erent language of Little Breeches, find 
their occupation in “loafing around the 
throne,” is stated by the Moslem school­ 
boy to be a million. The stature of the 
arch-angel is rather vaguely given as reach­ 
ing from “the depths of the sea to the 
highest of the seven heavens.” Experi­ 
ments in celestial anthropometry demon­ 
strate the distance from that angel’s 
ear to his eye to be “a matter 
of three days’ journey at least.” 
Il this mighty being perspires a sin­ 
gle drop of perspiration exuding from 
his angelic cuticle is u enough to cause a 
deluge! ” Incidentally we learn in the 
course of this examination paper, that 
every good Moslem has a thousand angels 
to do his chores and seventy houris. The 
latter are clad in seventy vestments, but of 
such diaphonous texture that their hearts 
are seen shining through them “like the star 
Aldebaran.” In the Turkish paradise 
there are no regular mealing arrangements, 
the Moslem, when he is hungry, having 
merely to summon one of numerous 
cooked birds which fly about the place, 
and whose special mission is to administer 
to the palate of the true liellever. “ When 
the latter has ate his fill the bird flies 
away.” Competitive examination in Tur­ 
key must be shorn of all it horrors when it 
busies itself with such congenial themes as 
these. 
_______ 
I do not see why the corpsof lady guides, 
shortly to be organized in London, might 
not be imitated in cities like San Fran­ 
cisco and Sacramento with all the success 
which is prophesied for it in the English 
capital. The aim of this association is to 
supply lady guides to country visitors who, 
from their ignorance of urban ways, be­ 
come the easy dupes of sharp but unprin­ 
cipled townspeople. Local topography 
would, of course, be the department of 
knowledge in which the ladv cicerones 
would be expected to shine most conspicu­ 
ously. But, besides this, there would be 
more congenial branches of the industry 
where the abilities of needy but talented 
gentlewomen might find ’ employment. 
Thus the Lady Guide Association of Lon­ 
don proposes to furnish interpreters, store 
guides, art gallery guides, church guides, 
as well as the equally useful hut 
less technically educated' “ walking di­ 
rectories.” On what terms these fair 
dragomans are hired depends a good deal 
on the sort of ability for which the hirer 
enlists their services. The Parsee noble­ 
man, not able to speak a word of English, 
would, we surmise, have to pay a higher 
figure to the young lady who would trans­ 
late into his own tongue the inscription 
on a mummy case, than would Mrs. Pigs- 
wash for the service of a mentor whose 
repertory was of the useful but more 
easily acquired store and hotel character. 
Admission to the guide corps depends on 
the possession of the necessary knowledge, 
which, as it is mostly topographical and 
linguistic, can be readily ascertained by 
rim ioce examination. I shall wait with 
impatience the announcement of the incor­ 
poration of this movement in London, for 
that there is room for a similar one in the 
crowded thoroughfares of San Francisco 
and Sacramento, no one who is familiar 
with them can doubt.

In the ears of the people of each 
country ring the voices of their brothers, 
voices which, sometimes harsh, sometimes 
plaintive, the cessation of their music would 
be the greatest bereavement that could 
happen to either.

sertion when we say that nine out of every 
ten persons who undertake to cook dried 
fruit make a positive failure. The usual 
method followed is a very poor one, that of 
selecting the fruit to lie eaten at lunch, 
dinner or tea. two or three hours prior to 
using it, rinsing it in a little water, then 
placing it in water and allowing it to re­ 
main in soak for two or three hours only, 
then pouring off the water in which the 
fruit was soaked and applying fresh water, 
putting it on the stove anil cooking it 
thoroughly. Such a manipulation as this 
is calculated to secure the poorest possible 
result, if it does not actually ruin the 
fruit. Many people consider dried fruits 
hardly worth their time and attention, 
from the fact that after re|»eated trials 
they find so little of value—the fruit hav­ 
ing lost its original flavor, is tasteless aud 
not at all palatable. 
If the following method for cooking 
dried fruit is followed, a directly opposite 
result will be realized: Select the fruit 
that you intend to use, rinse it thoroughly 
in clean, clear water, then place the fruit 
to soak in an earthen dish, with sufficient 
water to cover it, from ten to fifteen hours 
before requiring it for use. Then place it 
on the back of the stove in the same water 
in which it has been soaked, which con­ 
tains the flavor and nutrition soaked out 
of the fruit, and allow it to simmer slowly, 
just coming to a lioil occasionally, until it 
is entirely cooked through ; add sugar as 
the occasion requires to make it palatable. 
It can be served either hot or cold, as you 
desire. As a rule, if it is placed on one 
side and allowed to cool it will he fully as 
palatable. By this method you will se­ 
cure a wholesome and palatable dish, full 
flavored and resembling in appearance, 
size, taste and flavor the original green 
product, as near as is possible.—California 
Fruit-Grower. 


IN NEW GRENADA. 


•A BRIEF SURVEY OF THE EVER- 
CHANGING GOVERNMENT. 


The JLthic* cf Sport. 
The Hempstead Coursing Club has 
again been killing hares with fox terriers, 
and the agents of the Society for the Pre­ 
vention of Cruelty to Animals have again 
arrested the participants, and declare that 
they will arrest every member of the club 
every time they attempt to 
kill 
hares in this fashion. The method pur­ 
sued at Hempstead is to lake the hares 
from a pen. drop them to the ground and 
slip the terriers at them. The dogs catch 
and kill the hares in very quick time, less 
than a minute elajising between the drop­ 
ping of the hare to the ground by the at­ 
tendant and its death in the jaws of the 
dog. _ 
_ 
It is quite clear that to argue upon the 
degree of cruelty involved in this opens a 
wide discussion. If we are to designate 
the cruelty in this case as the infliction of 
physical pain, it may he urged, and very 
truly, too, that the suffering is extremely 
trilling i:i comparison with that caused by 
many other methods ol killing wild ani­ 
mals, the legitimacy of whitli modes of 
killing is generally conceded by healthy- 
minded persons. But if the consideration 
of cruelty be left out, or even if it be 
granted that the practice is not cruel, 
there is yet in it that which makes it re­ 
volting to lovers of fair play and manly 
field sports. 
The Hempstead style of hare killing is 
most certainly opposed to public senti­ 
ment, and finds no approval even among 
those who thoroughly believe in field 
sports. This is because it violates the first 
principle of sjiort, inasmuch as it gives no 
“law” to the game. 
There is absolutely 
no chance for the game to get away, its 
death is sure; the only uncertainty about 
the aflhir is as to which of the dogs will 
do the killing in the shortest time, but the 
killing itself is a thing of certainty. This 
is that part of it all which is out of har­ 
mony with tiie accepted ethics of field 
sport. 
If the victim had any chance for its life, 
if there was even the remotest possibility 
of its getting sway, the “sport” (save the 
mark) would lose much of its brutality. 
What decent man would go gunning after 
rabbits, if attendants had been hired to go 
out in advance to tie the bunnies to stakes 
so that they could not elude the pursuit? 
To come to a nearer parallel, who would 
shoot pigeons from a trap, if the birds were 
tied with a string so they could not get 
away if repeatedly missed ? Any mode of 
killing game which first puts that game 
into a condition of utter helplessness and 
makes its destruction “a dead sure thing” 
violates the first principles of legitimate 
sport, and no one with any manliness or 
the least spark of instinct for fair play 
would demean himself by taking part in 
it.—Forest and Stream.

Peter Birch, the celebrated horse-trainer, 
tells the following story: “ Once I was at 
the Monmouth track—it was this year, 
too—and 1 went upon the benches, where 
1 happened to sit just behind a voting lady 
who I saw was in great trou’ ’e.

F ertilize. 
In a short conversation had the other 
day with a prominent horticulturist we 
discussed the subject of fertilizers for fruit 
trees, and he readily admitted that verv 
many of the numerous diseases, bug pests, 
etc., could be traced to defective nourish­ 
ment. It is hard to get the average or- 
chardist to believe or admit that he must 
spend every year a certain amount of time 
and money feeding his trees, as well as cul­ 
tivating them, in order that they may lie 
strong, vigorous and healthy, in which 
condition they are better able to with­ 
stand the attacks made upon them by the 
numerous insect pests and diseases. For 
what length of time would a fruit-grower 
be able to attend to his daily routine of 
business if he subsisted on oue meal a day. 
and that meal was to consist of a cracker 
and a glass of water? No, he requires to 
be fed three times a day, and occasionally 
a drink and a little lunch thrown in be­ 
tween meals: but he expects his trees to 
labor season after season for his particular 
benefit and profit with but one meal in 
aoout ten years, and that at the time of 
planting.—Cali'cmia Fmit-Grmrer.

As p in w a l l, Panama, Dec. 18, 1888. 
So many changes have occurred in this 
chaotic portion of the world within the 
last quarter of a century that in roamiug 
about the Isthmus one finds it hard to keep 
track of himself and to remember 
under 
which 
Government 
he 
is 
living. Though apparently north of 
tl.e dividing line between Central 
and South America, this State of Panama, 
which includes the isthmus of the same 
name, really belongs to South America, as 
part of the “ United States of Colombia,” 
its western frontier adjoining Costa Rica 
and its eastern bounded by the surveyed 
inter-oceanic route from Caledonia Bay on 
the north to the Gulf de San Miguel on 
the Pacific side. 
it contains the cantons, or provinces of 
Panama, Azuero, Chiriqui and Veragua, 
a total area of 29,750 square miles, and a 
population of about 250,000. 
There seems to have been more wrang­ 
ling over this insignificant strip of country 
than its burning sands and fever-haunted 
swamps, its deadly climate and the testable 
character of its natives would seem . war­ 
rant. And right here it may be well to 
insert a scrap of history. 
Early as the year 1819 the name of 
Colombia was adopted by all the northern 
countries of South America, when Vene­ 
zuela and New Granada (the latter then 
including the Isthmus), united in estab­ 
lishing one central government for the 
purpose of resisting Spain. Ten years 
later Venezuela retired from this union, 
and constituted herself a separate Repub­ 
lic. 
After the resignation of Bolivar 
(1830), she again joined herself to New 
Granada, but the union lasted only a few 
mouths. 
In November, 1831, another 
separation took place, and at the same 
time it was decided that the former prov­ 
ince of Quito should constitute a separate 
Government, under the name of Ecuador— 
thus dividing the former unwieldy “ Co­ 
lombia” into three distinct and independ­ 
ent Republics, viz.: Venezuela, Ecuador 
and New Granada. 
in 1861 another radical change oc­ 
curred, since which date the “United 
States of Colombia” lias been the official 
title of what was before known as “ New 
Granada.” Its Government extends ex­ 
traordinary inducements to foreigners, and 
especially to citizens of the North Ameri­ 
can Republic, to persuade them to make 
homes here. Grants of some of the finest 
land on the face of the earth are ofien-d 
for their acceptance, free of cost, providing 
only that they avow an intention to settle 
permanently iu Colombia. 
New Granada, with its skies of cloudless 
blue, its luscious fruits and beautiful 
flowers, its picturesque vatlevs and the 
graudeur of its mountains softened by eter­ 
nal summer, would lie for the immigrant 
one of the most desirable places on the 
globe—the ultima thuh of his desires— 
were it not for the climatic influences. 
The unhealthy nature of the coast pre­ 
sents an obstacle, formidable if not insur­ 
mountable, to colonization by the North­ 
ern races. Especially on the Pacific side, 
the whole country is a network of muddy 
creeks and swampy islands—worse, if possi­ 
ble, than the western shores of Africa. There 
are interior valleys, healthy as any in the 
world, and plateaus and extensive tracts 
half way up the mountain sides, where 
Paradise might be located—but hemming 
them in is the fever-haunted coast. 
Colombia’s indebtedness to England 
alone is over $40,000,000, and there is 
not the slightest prospect of its ever being 
paid. Since the emancipation of their 
slaves, in 1852, labor cannot be controlled 
in any way, not even by money—for why 
should a man exert himself when he has 
no ambition to gratiiv, no aspirations to 
attain and no needs to supply? In a land 
where the banana and the black man can 
flourish side by side, both without effort 
or cultivation, is no congenial place for 
Anglo-Saxons. 
Nature having provided so bountifully 
in these parts for almost every want of 
man, the ignorant natives are wholly with­ 
out energy, thrift or enterprise. With 
them everything is mano,to—the “to-mor­ 
row” that never comes. They live with no 
thought or care for the future, the “ even 
tenor ” of their souls disturbed by neither 
doubts nor fear nor vaulting ambition, and 
being devout Catholics, every one, even 
death has for them no terrors; but they are 
quite ready to shuffle off the mortal coil at 
any moment, as indifferently as they have 
lived. 
So strongly marked are the lines of 
caste, and so impassable the gulf between 
the few patricians and the many plebeians 
that the latter never dream ot attempting 
to bridge it by any earnest effort. If a 
man has been born in the lower ranks he 
accepts his lot with the utmost content­ 
ment. A few stalks of wild bamboo stuck 
upright in the ground, thatched with wild 
grass or the spear-like leaves of the Span­ 
ish dagger-plant, will make him a casa as 
good as those of his humble neighbors, 
and in the way of clothing a pair of leather 
breeches topped witli a gresy zarape will 
last him half a life time. Shoes, or rather 
sandals, he makes himself, generally from 
a hit of stolen ox hide or the tops of pa­ 
trician boots, and as for other necessaries 
of the toilet, such as shirt and sombrero, it 
would be strange indeed if—being, accord­ 
ing to custom, a much-married man—his 
several wives couldn’t do enough washing 
or other menial work for “ the qualitv” 
to keep their lord and master supplied and 
in comfortable circumstances. 
In the matter of food there is not the 
slightest difficulty in a land where bread 
and butter grows on trees (in the form of 
bread-fruit and aguacates), where wild gar­ 
lic abounds, and where plenty of figs, 
bananas, oranges, pineapples, cocoanuts 
and other tropical fruits can be had for 
the gathering. If not too lazy, he keeps a 
goat or two for sake of the milk, which is 
relished best when rancid, and from which 
the wives occasionally make eurd-eheese. 
As for meat, there are 110 end oi fish in all 
the lakes and rivers if one has energy 
enough to angle; birds, monkeys, and 
other small animals in the woods, and 
everybody indulges freely in the lnxury of 
pigs—of the black, sharp-nosed, slab-sided 
variety—which the women .nd children 
make pets of, as northern females do of 
cats and pngs. A common and edifying 
sight it is to see a blushing señorita 
or a dignified and stately señora lead­ 
ing about a young porker by a ribbon, the 
animal—black as black can be—literally 
sharing her bed and board, and with 
whom she is evidently on chummy and 
confidential terms. 
Dame Nature has also generously pro­ 
vided many other delicacies for native 
palates, such as grasshoppers, which are 
dried and pounded; the eggs of swamp- 
flies, which are pressed into cakes; the flies 
themselves crashed into jelly; snails, tad- 
lioles, serpents, etc., etc. 
Speaking of pets, reminds me of the 
monkeys, which abound in every house­ 
hold and- next to black pigs—are prime 
favorites, both in an affectionate and a 
gastronomic sense. Most of the mischiev­ 
ous little creatures come from Gorgona, a 
canton on the line of the Panama railway. 
The inhabitants of that canton are mostly 
Caribs anil native negroes, for no white 
man could live there a month, as he would 
have to face the deadly alternative of per­ 
ishing with local fevers or from the effect 
ot incredible quantities of whisky and 
quinine required as an antidote. 
All about Gorgona, far as the eye can 
reach on every hand, stretches á great 
green swamp covered with an almost ira- 
penetrabie mass of luxuriant vegetation. 
Every evening, immediately after sunset, 
a thick miasma arises from the swamp and 
hangs like a cloud above the humid forest 
—or rather like a pall, for grim death is 
lurking beneath it. This charnel house of 
nature is the monkeys’ happy hunting- 
ground, and through its tangled thickets 
.hey frisk and frolic in troops and com­ 


panies, always headed by a leader, or 
“ king monkey.” 
When a troop of them approach the 
town, the natives—warned of their prox- 
ity by their chattering or by the depreda­ 
tions they commit—go cautiously to work 
to capture some of them. It would be no 
use to rush out and give chase, as in his 
forest home the monkey is far more fleet 
than man, lieing able to penetrate the 
densest thickets and to swing himself from 
tree to tree with lightning rapidity ; so the 
lazy Caribs adopt an easier and very sim­ 
ple plan. They cut a hole in a cocoanut 
just large enough for a monkey to insert 
his closed paw. The coeoanut is then 
scooped out and a lump of sugar is placed 
in the hollow. To this primitive trap a 
string is attached, and the negroes hide 
themselves behind the bushes, lying flat 
upon the ground and keeping perfectly 
quiet until the monkey procession passes by. 
As is well known, curiosity is a leading 
characteristic of these Darwinian connect- 
| ing links, and the instant the monkey es­ 
' pies the cocoanut shell lying on tbeground 
he scampers down from the tree and pro­ 
ceeds to inspect it carefully, followed by all 
the tribe. The lump of sugar soon at­ 
tracts their attention (they are all fond of 
sweets), and presently one' thrusts a paw 
through the aperture to grasp the coveted 
morceau. 
With the lump clutched in his fingers, 
he finds it impossible to withdraw his 
hand, and his greedy nature wil! not per­ 
mit him to abandon the prize. So, by 
pulling little by little, from time to time, 
upon the string, the negroes have no diffi­ 
culty in drawing him nearer and nearer to 
their ambush—wi'li the whole company 
capering madly about him, chattering and 
¡gesticulating as only monkeys can. 
A\ hen they have approached within easy 
reach, a large net is dextrously thrown 
out, and often as many as twenty or thirty 
monkeys are captnred at one haul. As 
may be imagined, the vicious little pris­ 
oners make things lively for a time, biting 
their captors, destroying everything within 
reach and making night hideous with 
their wails and lamentations. But they 
are soon tamed, if well fed, and become so 
fond of their owner as to follow him con­ 
stantly, and to imitate his every action. 
The natives of Gorgona—many of whom 
have never in their lives been ten miles 
from home—sell them to employes of the 
Panama RaiRvay, and they in turn dis­ 
pose of them to visiting foreigners or ship 
them to the United States markets. 
Considering climatic influences, ignor­ 
ance, etc., the people of New Granada are 
a highly moral set. To be sure, the pro­ 
portion of illegitimate births is fully 33 
per cent.—about the same as in Paris, 
that center of culture and refinement. In 
colder Brussels it is given as 35 per cent.; 
in Munich, 48; in Vienna, 51. As to 
crimes against human life, there are not 
one-tenth as many murders in all the 
Isthmian section as iu New York city 
alone. Probably a single year in Califor­ 
nia, Nevada and Arizona has witnessed 
more assassinations than have ever been 
perpetrated among the mongrel races of 
Colombia since it found a place among the 
nations of the earth.Fannie B. Ward.

Queen chains are seen with pendants 
consisting of wickerwork baskets, disclos­ 
ing on the outside a semicircle of bright 
rubies. 
Beautiful hut costly are the new 
brightly-polished gold lockets decorated 
with a raised enamel star and solitaire 
diamond center. 
The finny tribe now have their counter­ 
feit iu small oxidized silver match boxes, 
the latest to appear being in the form of a 
miniature trout.—Jewelers’ Reriew.

USE OF THE MOON’S LIGHT IX 
GEODETIC WORK. 


The Presence and Effect oi‘Electric 
Storm s on H igh Peaks in U tah 
anil Nevada. 


Edward Goodfellow, a scientific author­ 
ity of Washington, D. C., in a letter to 
Science, and which is published in that 
journal, says: 
Trials of the moon’s light with a view 
of determining its effectiveness for signals 
in the primary triangulation of the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey were undertaken by 
William Eimbeck, assistant in the survey, 
in 1883, at I’ioche Station, Nevada. The 
results obtained over a line of twenty-two 
miles in length were sufficiently promising 
to warrant a resumption of the experi­ 
ments over longer lines. 
In 1887 the occupation of Mount Nebo 
—a station of the transcontinental trian- 
gtilation in central Utah, at an elevation 
of 12,000 feet above sea level—afforded the 
desired opportunity. At three of the sta­ 
tions of the triangulations connecting with 
Mount Nebo the heliotropers were duly 
instructed to show tiie moon’s light for two 
hours continumi-.lv between the 29th of 
June and the 4th of July, the moon’s age 
between these dates ranging frurn first 
quarter to full moon. They were to begin 
during twilight, or about forty-five minutes 
after sunset, and to substitute for 
their heliotrope-mirrors reflectors of extra 
size, proportioned to the length of the 
respective lines of sight. These were forty- 
eight miles to Draper, seventy to Onaqui, 
and ninety-seven to Ogden; and the diam­ 
eter of the mirrors ranged from six to 
eight inches at Draper, eight to ten inches 
at Onaqui and twelve to eighteen inches 
at Ogden. 
The atmospheric conditions proved un­ 
favorable, high winds, a murky atmos­ 
phere and a decidedly hazy sky prevail­ 
ing, except upon the nights of the 2d and 
3d of July, when the lights from the 
selenotropes at Draper and Onaqui were 
plainly visible in the illuminated field of 
the telescope. Distinctness aud steadi­ 
ness were the most striking characteristics 
of these signals. They shone as mere 
dots of. white light, and, for precise point­ 
ing, were of ideal perfection. The light 
at < >gden was not seen. 
Mr. Eimbeok’s conclusion for these trials 
is, that during a period of from twelve to 
fifteen days in each lunation the moon’s 
light can he used to much advantage for 
geodetic signals in the altitudes of the 
arid regions of the interior, upon lines 
trending in all directions, if they do not 
exceed about fifty miles in length. 
Referring to the electric thunder-storms 
that prevail in the higher mountains of 
Nevada and Utah during July and Au­ 
gust, and not unfrequently hover about 
the King Peaks for days in succession, Mr. 
Eimbeck observes that these storms are at 
times very severe and not without danger. 
They were especially so towards the close 
of the occupation of Mount Nebo in July, 
and also at Tushar and Jeff' Davis Peak’s, 
lasting for over seven days. The vio­ 
lence ol the electric exhibitions, and 
the almost constant detonations of 
the discharges of electricity were so grand 
and overpowering that the parties of helio­ 
tropers stationed at Tushar and Jeff Davis 
Peak abandoned their stations in alarm for 
their lives. Those at Tushar returned 
after the storm had abated, but those who 
had been at Jeff Davis Peak (13,100 feet 
in height) refused. 
The eflect of these storms upon experi­ 
enced officers of the service is to produce a 
great strain upon the nervous system, and 
the sudden fall of temperature with which 
they are attended is a source of much 
physical discomfort. W ith the mercury 
almost down to freezing-point and an at­ 
mosphere of moist iciness, the body be­ 
comes benumbed, and the mind sluggish.- 
There is also the apprehension, not with­ 
out reason, of instant death by lightning. 
The summit of one of the peaks was often 
struck, and also the tent occupied hv the 
men, but fortunately at a time when no 
one was in it. 
BURNT CORK DOTLFTS. 
Point» on M instrelsy—G ags th at U ave 
D elighted M en o f G rains. 
[New York Graphic.) 
Negro minstrelsy and negro melody are 
the only arts to which we have any origi­ 
nal claim. Everything else is borrowed. 
Negro melody belongs to the great family 
of folk songs, and has no origin that does 
not lie deep in the hearts and lives of the 
negro race. 
Negro minstrelsy is the first native effort 
in a purely artistic direction. It dealt 
with altogether new material. Here were 
no precedents. 
The negro race, with its peculiar and 
strongly marked characteristics, was before 
unknown to the stage. But not only was 
the material fresh, but the method of its 
presentation was new. 
As in an artistic work of value, it was 
studied from the life. To present the plan­ 
tation negro, his music, his poetry, his 
humor, his dialect, his attitudes, was a 
taste of more dignity than it has ever been 
granted. Bones, b„njo and Mr. Johnson, 
with his dignity and polysyllables, are 
three types which almost every plantation 
furnished and are worth perpetuation. 
The original minstrel was Dan Emmet, 
whom a correspondent has recently un­ 
earthed at Chicago, a feeble old man of 73. 
Dan Emmet, according to his own story, 
was born at Mount Vernon, O., in 1815. 
His father was a blacksmith, and Dan was 
brought up to work the bellows, but at 12 
could play so skillfully on the violi.i that 
he transferred himself and his violin from 
the blacksmith shop to Stickney’s Circus. 
In 1842 he organized the first band of 
black cork minstrels, and produced those 
studies of darky life he had acquired in 
his travels with the circus. There were 
four members, Frank Brower, bones; Billy 
YV intlock, banjo; Dick Pelham, tambour­ 
ine; Dan Emmet, violin. It came about 
through an effort to serenade old man 
Howe, of circus fame, in the Bowery. The 
tune chosen was “ Old Dan Tucker,” and 
they made it ring. “ Boys,” said old man 
Howe, “you’ve got a blanked good thing 
if you only know it.” 
But no burnt cork was used until Pel­ 
ham’s benefit at the Chatham-street The­ 
ater, when the public went wild over the 
great hit. No charge was made at the 
subsequent performances, which were in a 
gambling saloon, but a collection was 
taken up at the door. The four men were 
then engaged by Welch’s Circus aud paid 
$600 a week. 
The compauy afterwards traveled 
through the country, and in 1845 the first 
local minstrel show was started in Chi­ 
cago, and was known as Emmet’s Vari­ 
eties. The success of Emmet's Minstrels 
was soon followed by the organization of 
other troupes. One of the early famous 
organizations was Christy’s Minstrels, 
which first brought into vogue a long suc­ 
cession of such songs as “ Suwanee liiver,” 
“ Old Kentucky Home,” “Massa's in the 
Cold, Cold Ground,” which brought repu­ 
tation to Stephen C. Foster, the writer, 
who died a few years ago at Pittsburg. 
These are called negro melodies, but are 
such only in name, negro music having 
entirely different ear-marks. 
In the height of his success George 
Christy took ¿is minstrels to LondoD, 
where they liecame a permanent institu­ 
tion, and are doubtless there still. In 
Loudon they are called “nigger minstrels.” 
This strikes American ears strangely, for 
even in ante-bellum days “negro mins­ 
trel»” was the accepted term here. 
Fur many years the minstrels and the 
traveling families, such as the Hutchin- 
sons and the Swiss Bell-riDgers, were the 
only forms of public amusements the coun­ 
try outside of the cities knew. It is im­ 
possible to-day to realize the eager antici­ 
pation that the news of their coming gave. 
The names of the old minstrels are house­ 
hold words, hut they are now either dead 
or have gone into other pursuits. “Bob 
Hart” stili appears in his varied charac­ 
ters as preacher, senator, etc. Billy Law­ 
rence is a letter-carrier. Edwin Winchell 
is in the railroad bn-iness. Billy Man­ 
ning is dead, and the two men best known 
in New York—Dan Bryant and Charley 
Backus—are both dead. 
Bryant’s Minstrels, when they occupied 


the Twenty-third street house, was oi e of 
the best organized, artistic and most i .ed­ 
itable entertainments in town. Coars ness 
never passed for wit; the lun was whole­ 
some and the music good. Professional 
men, worn out with burdens of law, toedi- 
eine, writing, and, for all one knows, with 
the care of souls, used to go to Bryant’s as 
they took a tonic, and it was a tonic that 
brought refreshment to jaded mind and 
spirit as well as to the body. 
It was here that “Dixie” first appeared 
°s a walk-around in 1S59. Dan Emmet 
was the cotiqioser, and his only inspira­ 
tion was Bryant’s beseeching appeal for 
something new. This was one day. The 
next day “Dixie” appeared. It was a hit. 
Everybody took it up, music publishers, 
bands, and the part it subsequently played 
among both combatants in the war is well 
known. 
Dan Bryant died of consumption early 
in the ’70s, and few men left more friends 
and graceful memories. The Twenty- 
third-street place was then followed by 
Birch and Backus’ Minstrels on Broadway. 
Charley Backus was the son of a Presbyte­ 
rian clergyman. 
His natural mental 
equipment for an end man was assisted bv 
a phenomenal mouth, which the arts of 
black cork made more phenomenal. Char­ 
ley Backus was particularly strong in com­ 
menting on passing events. The thing 
uppermost in the public mind was not ex­ 
hausted until Backus had been heard on 
it. In this way the little house alwavs 
had an audience of men of brains and af­ 
fairs. The Beecher trial was a source of 
delight. Backus especially delighted in 
Mr. Evarts’ long sentences. Everybody 
remembers Mr. Evarts’ delivery of “falstts 
iu une, falstts in omnibus,” and Charley 
Backus’ conclusion, “falsus in the street 
cars,” delivered with such impressiveness 
and extent of mouth. 
Even when Birch and Backus were not 
in character it was the custom of reporters 
to interview them on all important topics 
of the day. 
Negro minstrelsy exists in name, but it 
is altogether a different thing. The old 
gags, jokes, songs, have been worked over 
and beaten out to a thinness that has but 
little body left. The impersonator no 
longer studies from life, although there is 
a colored barber in Cleveland, O., and an 
old oyster opener in Washington that are 
always interviewed by the end man for 
local gags or for matter for his topical 
song.The topical song is the leatHre of the 
day, and it is generally an English song 
remodeled by the professional “ hamfatter” 
whose business it is to furnish this sort of 
material to minstrel companies. 
The 
blacked faces are a sort of survival, but 
by no means essential to the character of 
the performance. Billy Emerson’s great­ 
est hit is an Irish policeman. Thatcher’s 
stump speeches, which are the best and 
most original efforts now heard at a min­ 
strel performance, have nothing in them 
of the negro character. 
Thatcher’s s[ieeehes are in great vogue 
iu private life. Young men study them, 
practice them when they make their 
morning toilets, and then get them oft' for 
their mothers and sisters. Many, indeed, 
are not averse of an evening to giving 
them for the benefit of a circle of admir­ 
ing friends.

B ull aud Python. 
Last Sunday week one of the most re­ 
markable scenes on record is rejairted as 
having been witnessed in the vicinity of 
Table Mountain. A troop of cattle, con­ 
sisting of twelve cows and a patriarchal 
old bull, were grazing on one of the plat­ 
eau-like spurs of the mountain, which is 
surrounded on three sides hv precipitous 
ravines, and on the fourtli side, that is 
nearest the mountain, by dense bush. 
Some natives higher up the mountain were 
attracted by the 3udden bellowing of the 
cattle, and saw two enormous pythons corn­ 
ing out of the bush and making for the 
cattle, which had drawn themselves up in 
a compact group with the bull at its head. 
As the pythons drew near, the animals 
gradually backed till they stood on a small 
space that jutted out over a tremendous 
precipice. 
At this stage a sudden rush was made, 
hut only one heifter succeeded in escap­ 
ing. The other cattle, bellowing most 
piteously, gradually backed, and one by 
one fell over the precipice, till finally 
the bull only was left. 
He suddenly 
charged on the big python, transfixing the 
reptile on his horns, but the second snake 
seized the bull in its folds, and, having its 
tail around a huge bowlder, commenced to 
crush the bull, which, moaning piteously, 
struggled frantically to escape. 
The tail of the python lost its hold of 
the rock, but the larger snake, which had 
slipped oil the horn, lapping its tail around 
a smaller bowlder opposite the one the 
other snake had just released, seized the 
bull and compressed the animal initsscaly 
fold. The other python succeeded in re­ 
gaining its former position, and the bull 
was literally suspended in mid-air by the 
snakes. The whole scene looked like 
some ghastly triumphal arch. The snakes 
were evidently getting the best of the poor 
brute, which was bleeding profusely, when, 
by a sudden effort, hisstruggles forced both 
reptiles to lose their hold on the rocks, and 
the whole three were hurled into the rav­ 
ine beneath. 
The cattle were found on the first ledge 
of the precipice, all being dead, but the 
hull and the python had lanuided from 
ledge to ledge, and were found 400 feel 
below the scene of the fight. The bull was 
merely a mangled mass, and the snakes 
were greatly mutilated, the larger one hav­ 
ing the vertebra: broken in nine [daces. 
The pythons, which were of the rock spe­ 
cies, male and female, measured respect­ 
ively 40 feet 3 inches and 36 feet 9j inches.

Sutro had occasion to sink a well on the 
hi^h ground of the San Miguel rancho, 
south of Golden Gate Park, the spot se­ 
lected being 700 feet above the level of 
the sea, between 
two peaks 800 feet 
high. 
The nature of the rock of which 
the pakes are formed and the topography 
of the region, caused Mr. Sutro to believe 
that the ledge would be struck a few feet 
below the surface, and that it would 
be difficult to sink the well. 
“But,” 
says

H ittell, 
“ the 
well-diggers 
found 
first 
four feet of black 
loam 
and then beneath the black loam eight 
feet of yellow clay. Below the clay the; 
found sand—a line, loamy sort of san 
a sand in which the grains of quartz 
seem to be disintegrated or decomposed. 
To their great surprise they continued 
sinking further and further down through 
this s:ind to a depth of about 112 feet, 
when they at last came to the bedrock, 
and found it to be the same reddish, met- 
amorphic sandstone as the peaks on each 
side. 
A t or near the bottom of the sand, 
and at a depth of at least 100 feet below 
the surface, several redwood logs were 
found, and several large bones, which 
have 
been 
pronounced by competent 
authority to he those of sea-lions. 
The 
redwood logs were large, and in a suf­ 
ficient state of preservation, though nearly 
reduced to 
coal 
or lignite, and dis­ 
posed to crumble on exposure to the at­ 
mosphere, to make out their character. 
They were found lying in a horizontal 
position, and well soaked in the water 
which, at that depth, was abundant. 
The 
hones, which still retained their osseous 
composition and were not petrified, were 
found among the logs, and had evidently 
been deposited and covered up about the 
same time and with the same materials 
that buried the logs. 
‘ All the circumstances would seem to in ­ 
dicate that the redwood logs and bones, 
thus found in the middle of the high lands 
of the city and county of San Francisco, 
and at an elevation of abont six hundred 
feet above the present ocean level, were 
placed there by the ocean. 
It was of 
course at a time—how many thousands of 
years ago there is no intention of even at­ 
tempting to guess—when the altitude of 
the peninsula above tide-water was veiy 
different from what it is now. 
It was at a 
time recent in comparison with the time 
when the sandstones were first deposited 
in strata, but long enough ago to make one 
believe that almost all of California was 
then under water, and that the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin plains constituted the 
bottom of a great inland sea. There is 
no go. d reason to doubt that at the time 
referred to—whenever they may have 
been—the ocean dashed up to the very 
spot where these logs and bones were 
found. 
The logs were clearly not the re­ 
mains of trees grown at the place, for 
there is no indication of soil near them, 
nor is it likely that they or the seal ions’ 
hone- were carried 
there 
by human 
agency. 
It is possible that much if not 
all of the superincumbent sand may have 
been niown there, as it is certain that 
most of 
the abundant sands of the 
peninsula have been tlirown up by the 
oceui and brought inland by the winds. 
But every probability is in favor of the 
supposition of a very different ocean 
level for the peninsula at no very remote 
geologic period—of which, indeed, there 
are many other evidences—and that at 
that time the spot where these logs and 
liones were found was a sort of a cove, 
into which the ocean of an earlier age 
rolled its long billows and deposited them 
as a portion of its drift. Since then there 
Lave doubtless been uprisings of the coast;

Antediluvian Footprints. 
Professor Bickmore, in his lecture on 
“The Period of Reptiles and Mammals,” 
in the Museum of Natural History, says 
the New Y’ork Tribune, presented on a 
screen illustrations of the footprints of one 
of the amphibians of the coal period. The 
illustration was a drawing from the great 
slab of blue stone which belongs to the 
museum, and was taken from the stone 
juarrv at Turner’s Falls, Mass. 
The ani­ 
mal itself, Mr. Bickmore explained, was 
one of those which roamed in great num­ 
bers along the Connecticut valley during 
the carboniferous period. 
This one had 
left is footprints in the mud, and the im­ 
pression having been suljsequently filled 
with sand, the cast was preserved when 
the clay became hardened iuto stone. 
From fossils of the animal, which have 
been obtained in other portions of the 
valley, it appears to have had an elongated 
body about II feet long on four legs. 
It 
moved mainly on the hind leet, the fore­ 
legs being shorter, and lived partly in the 
water and partly on the banks of the 
stream. At that time and until a later 
period rn the age of mammals, the lecturer 
showed by the drawings of the coast sur­ 
vey, the coast of New Y’ork extended fully 
100 miles into the ocean south of its pres­ 
ent line. 
The ocean steamers of to-day in 
approaching the Narrow follow the old 
channel of the Hudson river, which, previ­ 
ous to the subsidence of the land, as shown 
by the sea-soundings, flowed into the sea 
through a deep valley and over a steep 
cliff of great bight, and must have formed 
a magnificent cataract.

'I haoksgiviinr Day was suggested, doubt­ 
less, by the Hebrew feast of the taber­ 
nacles, or “ feast of ingathering at the end 
of the year.” 
Its history in America be­ 
gin.-- as early as 1621. The occasional ob­ 
servan e of such a day, formally recom­ 
mended by the civil authorities, was not 
unusual in Europe at an earlier date. 
In 
Holland the first anniversary of the deliv­ 
erance of tiie city of Leyden from the 
siege, October 3, 1575, was kept as a religi­ 
ous testival of thanksgiving and praise. 
In the English Church service, the fifth of 
November is so celebrated, in commemora­ 
tion of the discovery of the Gunpowder 
Plot. 
One of the most remarkable thanksgiv­ 
ing customs on record prevailed in South­ 
ampton and Easthauipton, Long Island. 
Montauk Point, which consists of 9,000 
acres, was owned by numerous proprie­ 
tors in these towns, and used as a com­ 
mon pasturage for stock. The time of 
driving the herds home to winter was 
fixed at a meeting by the town council, 
“ and it came,” says the liistorian, “ to be 
a rule from the period beyond which the 
memory of man runneth not, that the 
Thursday of the week following the re­ 
turn of the cattle from Montauk should 
be observed as a day of thanksgiving.” 
At 
early period of New England 
history certain ¡«eriotls of prosperity were 
often made the occasions of public thanks­ 
givings, or feasts, and often a day of fasting 
and prayer was turned intoa day of thanks­ 
giving by what seemed an immediate answer 
to their prayers. Perhaps, to recall to our 
minds that first Thanksgiving of the 
Pilgrim Fathers may put us to the blush. 
Often on this day have I heard such 
remarks as “ 1 have no thanks to give; I 
have nothing for which to he thankful,” 
from lips that it would seem might have 
had a life’s work in framing words of ¡«raise 
and gratitude, so blessed were they in the 
health of themselves and their dear ones, 
while for some fancied trouble this great 
good was quite ovei looked.— Table Talk.

Few who bedeck themselves with gold 
and silver ornaments ptause to reflect up­ 
on the original signification of such things, 
or imagine that they are the relic of the 
barbarism of our early history. 
Y’et un­ 
doubtedly such is the case. 
The glitter­ 
ing necklet which the nineteenth century 
lady clasps around her neck is only a 
survival of the old practice of placing a 
metal collar upon a slave as a mark of 
ownership, and the bracelet of the maiden 
and the manacle of the felon have a com­ 
mon origin. 
In the same way rings were 
once worn as a oadge of serfdom, but 
possibly because of the ease with which 
they could be detached from the finger 
and destroyed their use for this purpose 
was soon abandoned. 
Among the early Jews they were used 
as a symbol of authority. Pharaoh placed 
his ring upon the finger of Joseph when 
he made him ruler over Egypt, as a sign 
that he had invested him with supreme 
¡>ower; and King Ahasuerus sealed his 
grant to Mordecai and the Jews with his 
signet ring, saying; “That which is sealed 
with the King's seal no man may reverse.” 
In medkvval times the signet ring of a 
soverign or powerful noble was considered 
sufficient warrant of authority, and to the 
wearer was an open sesame in all places 
where its owner had influence. Some of 
this signification has been handed down 
to our own day, and Bishops still wear a 
ring u¡«on the third finger of the right 
hand as a mark of their episcopal author­ 
ity.— London Standard.

women, and a girl entering as an appren­ 
tice has a good opportunity for advance­ 
ment. 
It all depends upon the woman. 
If she is ready and anxious to advance, 
and puts forth her best eflorts continually, 
she is very apt to be appreciated aud re­ 
warded.” 
“W hat is the ratio of excellence ? ” 
“ In stores where thirty men and the 
same number of women have the same la­ 
bor, the percentage of those who succeed 
and advance will be equal, with the 
chances in favor of the women. 
There is a 
difference between the married women or 
widows and the unmarried women. 
W ith 
the former it is generally necessary (or 
them to work, and often they have others 
to support. They may have had a sad life 
and turn to constant employment as the 
surest panacea, or there are a thousand 
and one reasons why they should labor, 
while the great difficulty with young 
women is the looking forward to marriage, 
when they expect to leave such labor and 
enjoy a comfortable leisure. One would 
suppose that a girl would naturally take 
an interest in ribbons and I aces sufficient to 
take good care of them, hut they do not 
always, and more men are employed in this 
department. Y'et how well a woman could 
go into the ribbon and lace business and 
make a trade for herself. 
But a woman 
can do well in the grocery, in jewelry, in 
gardening, in the conservatory, in gloves, 
notions, shoes—almost any specialty she 
chooses to adopt.” 
“ How about the dairy business ?” 
“ It has always seemed strange to me that 
women did not do inore of that business. 
There is always a demand for fowls, eggs, 
feathers—even chicken bones are not de­ 
spised, but have a use. 
1 lerc in the gas 
belt where heat is cheap and so little 
trouble, a winter product would pay enor­ 
mously. This talk only relates to those 
women with whom I am associated and 
whom I know directly. There is a large 
class of brilliant women in every class of 
business, who control great estates—occupy 
high positions everywhere. Their name is 
legion and their feme world-wide.” 
“Are any laage salaries ¡«aid here ?” 
“A large numlier of women in this city 
receive salaries ranging from $800 to $1,800 
a year, and a few who exceed that amount. 
The majority average from $5 to $10 a 
week and a few less than that. 
The prin­ 
cipal cause for women getting the starva­ 
tion wages they do in the work of making 
overalls aud many other articles is with 
the buying woman herself. .She wants to 
give only 75 cents a pair for overalls. 
The 
mater a' in them costs 65 cents, and the 
greater portion of the advance at which 
it 
is 
sold 
the merchant thinks he 
ought 
to have, so this leaves but a 
mere pittance for the one who puts the gar­ 
ment together, and they get for a dozen an 
amonnt that ought to be paid for the mak­ 
ing of one. The shirt waist is another ar­ 
ticle on which there is no profit for the 
sewer. A woman wants a good shirt waist 
for 25 cents; it takes two yards aud a half 
of material, four buttons, at least, for the 
front, and as many for the belt. She finds 
she cannot get a good one tor 25 cents, so 
thinks she will make one herself. The 
two and a half yards will amount to more 
than 25 cents; she has her buttous, thread 
aud labor to add to it, and yet this will be 
the very woman who feels sorry for the 
women who slave in factories, and not 
willing to pay enough for a garment, even 
to allow a very small sum for the making. 
There is a man in this city who pays 20 
cents a dozen for the making of shirt 
waists, and every one has to have four but- 
ton-holes. 
A dollar and a half and two 
dollars a dozen was all that was paid for 
making the coats that were worn by many 
of the clubs during the recent campaign. 
There is no remedy I can see so long as the 
demand for cheap goods exist.”—Indian­ 
apolis Journal.

It seems to 
destroy life not by attacking a few, but 
all the functions essential to it, beginning 
at the center, the heart. 
A significant in­ 
dication of this is that there is no sub­ 
stance known which can counteract its 
effects ; the system either succumbs or sur­ 
vives. 
Its depressing action on the heart 
is by far the most noticeable and note­ 
worthy symptom of nicotine poisoning. 
The frequent existence of what is known 
as “ smokers’ heart ” in men whose health 
is in no other respect disturbed i, due to 
this fact. 
These who can use tobacco without im­ 
mediate injury will have all the pleasant 
effects reversed, and will suffer from the 
symptoms of poisoning if they exceed the 
limits of tolerence. These symptoms are; 
1. The heart’s action becomes more rapid 
when tobacco is used. 
2. Ralpitation, 
pain, or unusual sensations in the heart. 
3. There is no appetite in the morning, 
the tongue is coated, delicate flavors are 
not appreciated, and acid dyspepsia occurs 
after eating. 4. Soreness of the mouth 
and throat or nasal catarrh appears, and 
becomes very troublesome. 
5. The eye­ 
sight becomes poor, but improves when 
the habit is abandoned. 
6. A desire, often 
a craving, for liquor or some other stimu­ 
lant, is experienced. 
In an experimental observation of th ir­ 
ty-eight boys of all classes of society, and 
of average health, who had been using to­ 
bacco for periods ranging from two months 
to two years, twenty-seven showed severe 
injury to the constitution and insufficient 
growth ; thirty-two showed the existence of 
irregularity of the heart’s action, disordered 
stomachs, cough and a craving for alcohol; 
thirteen had intermittency of the ¡mise, 
and one had consumption. 
After they had 
abandoned the use of tobacco, within six 
months one-half were free from all their 
former symptoms, and the remainder had 
recovered by the end of the year. 
A great majority of men go far beyond 
what may be called the temperate use of 
tobacco, and evidences of injury are easily 
found. 
It is only necessary to have some 
record of what the general health was pre­ 
vious to the taking up of the habit, and to 
have observation cover a long enough 
time. 
The history of tobacco in the island 
of New Zealand tarnishes a quite suggest­ 
ive illustration for our purpose, and one on 
a large scale. 
When Europeans first vis­ 
ited New Zealand they found in the native 
Maoris the most finely developed and pow­ 
erful men of any of the tribes inhabiting 
the islands of the Pacific. 
Since the intro­ 
duction of tobacco, for which the Maoris 
developed a passionate liking, they have 
from this cause alone, it is said, become 
decimated in numbers, and at the same 
time reduced in stature and in physical 
well being so as to be an altogether infe-. 
rior type of men.—.V. F. Medical Journal

The sponge reef of Florida begins a few 
miles east of Apalachicola, and hugs the 
coast within fifty miles ot' Cedar Keys; 
then there is a break of 100 miles, after 
which it reappears and runs south with­ 
out interruption to Key West and the Ba­ 
hama Islands. This reef, a rocky ridge, 
sometimes of genuine limestone, hut gen­ 
erally of coral, begins some six or eight 
miles from shore, and continues out indefi­ 
nitely ; in fact, wherever there is a rocky 
bottom sponges are said to be found, and 
the only reason that the fisheries do not 
extend completely around the Gulf coast 
is that in places, as off' the coast of Texas 
or Cedar Keys, this rocky bottom begins 
in water too deep to permit of profitable 
sponging. 
Tiie average depth of water on the St. 
Marks, six miles from land, is sixteen feet. 
Tiie sponges are in great abundance and of 
good quality, being much better than 
those from the coast of Mexico, but rather 
inferior to the Bahama variety. The supply 
is practically inexhaustible, as they grow 
almost as fast as gathered, a sponge re­ 
quiring only two years to reach maturity. 
The vessels used in the business are 
generally schooners of about eight tons 
burden. 
Tney carry two small boats, or 
dinkies, and are manned by a crew of five. 
Provisions are generally laid in for six 
weeks at a time, the usual limit of a cruise. 
At the reef two men go to each of the 
dinkies and the work begins. One slowly 
sculls around by a stern oar, while his 
companion examines the bed of the sea 
through a bucket with a glass bottom. 
This simple contrivance is fastened to the 
side of the boat low enough down to rest 
partially in the water, and by placing his 
head inside the bucket one can see witli 
distinctness objects of even thirty feet. 
When a desirable sponge is spied it is 
brought up by an iron hook fastened on 
the end of a long ¡«ole. 
Herein lies the 
science of the craft, the knowing how to 
hook a sponge without tearing it all to 
pieces. A great deal of knack is requisite 
and is to he acquired only after long prac­ 
tice ; and good hookers are always in much 
demand. 
Thus these men work on, day 
after day, under the tropical sun that 
burns and browns the skin until one can 
not tell a white man from a negro. 
It is a 
desperately hard life, more severe than 
any other I have ever seen, and it requires 
men of no ordinary constitution to stand 
up to it.

THE 
USE OF TOBACCO. 


W here the Virtue» and Tice» of the Weed 
Lie—Smokers and Non-Smokers. 
Tobacco contains an acrid, dark-brown 
oil, an alkaloid nicotine, and another sub­ 
stance called nicotiauine, iu which exist 
its odorous and volatile principles. W hen 
it is burned, a new set of substances is pro­ 
duced, some of which are less harmful 
than the nicotine, and more agreeable in 
effect, and much of the acrid oil—a sub­ 
stance quite as poisonous and irritating as 
nicotine—is carried off'. These fire-pro­ 
duced substances are called, from their 
origine the “ pyridine series.” 
By great 
heat the more aromatic and less harmful 
members of the series are 
produced, 
but the more poisonous compounds are 
generated by the slow combustion of damp 
tobacco. This oil which is liberated by 
combustion is bad both in flavor and effect, 
and it is better even for the immediate 
pleasure of the smoker that it should be 
excluded altogether from his mouth and 
air passages. 
Smoking a stub of a pipe is particularly 
injurious, for the reason that in it the oil 
is stored in a condensed form, and the 
smoke is therefore highly charged with 
the oil. Sucking or chewing the stub of a 
cigar that one is smoking is a serious mis­ 
take, because the nicotine in the unburned 
tobacco dissolves freely in the saliva and 
is absorbed. “ Chewing” is on this ac­ 
count the most injurious form of the to­ 
bacco habit, and the use of a cigar holder 
is an improvement on the custom of hold-

The Eater of Snails. 
Something like 90,000 pountls of snails 
are sent up daily to the Paris markets 
from the gardens of Poitou, Burgundy, 
Champagne and Provence, where they are 
specially reared for this pur¡>ose, the natu 
ral delicate Havor of their flesh being im 
proved by feeding them on beds of aro 
matic herbs. 
It is not merely, however, 
as a delicacy, says a writer in the medical 
classics, that snails are so generally appre­ 
ciated in France. They also take very 
high rank as a nutritious food, and from 
the time of the ancient Romans downward 
have been regarded as excellent in con 
sumption and “ weakness” of the chest 
According to Payne they contain seventy 
per cent, of water, sixteen per cent, of ni­ 
trogen, one per cent, of fat, two per cent, of 
salts, and five per cent, of undetermined 
matter.

AN INFAMOUS PLOT. 


The San Francisco Exammcr has had a 
pro-Chinese hysterical attack. It pretends 
to believe that there is a wide-spread 
demand in the fields, vineyards and or­ 
chards of California for Chinese cheap 
labor. 
It is not true, in the first place, 
that we are upon the verge of a labor 
panic or famine, and if it were, the re­ 
sponse would be that it was due to the con­ 
tamination of Chinese labor in the past. 
The great industries of California are not 
to be built upon a mudsill basis, that repre­ 
sents a wage out of all proportion to the 
demands and essentials of our civilization- 
It were better that industries of the field 
sutler some pause until the desirable labor 
clement with us is induced to take hold 
urd until the new comes in, than that the 
coolie system of semi-slavery be conserved. 
The youth and brawn of the State have 
been driven from industrial fields by Chi­ 
nese cheap labor, and its elimination must 
lie expected to occasion some considerable 
friction until the better class of labor can 
be induced to return to the industries of 
the State. 
As a matter of fact, however 
the Chinese have not left the State in any 
material numbers, nor are they manifest­ 
ing any disjiosition to do so. The situa­ 
tion, therefore, is such as it has been, ex­ 
cept that the Chinese demand higher 
wages. 
No one who has intelligently and calmly 
considered the Chinese exclusion question, 
has been blind lo the fact that in the pro­ 
cess of change there would be experienced 
some difficulty in securing proper labor 
and in restoring wages to a reasonable and 
living scale. Because Chinese have for a 
quarter of a century almost exclusively oc­ 
cupied the labor field in California “ a 
rate with which no white workman tuam 
compete, and build to himself a home and 
raise u p sons and daughters to the State, is 
so far from being a reason for the continua­ 
tion of the system, that it was the chief 
reason for its abolition. 
It is not difficult 
to understand that employers in large 
numbers would be desirous of securiug 
labor at 
any 
low 
rate — it 
is 
the 
natural 
desire of selfish 
interest. 
It 
grape-growing 
aud 
wine-making 
can 
be 
prosecuted 
in 
this 
State 
only 
ujion the basis of coolie cheap labor, then 
it is better that grape growing and wine 
making suffer a period of quiesence until 
conditions adjust themselves to the new 
order .f things. 
But no fears need he 
entertained; American productive indus­ 
tries are not to be abandoned because the 
Chinese are excluded. 
The impression­ 
able reporter of the Examiner who rusti­ 
cated for holiday recuperation in the 
Fresno 
section 
and 
had 
himself 
pumped 
full of fallacies, 
has 
either 
managed to land that fickle journal in 
hot w ater, and give the pro-Chinese class 
some hope, or else the whole attempted 
scare is p a rt of an infamous political 
plot, 
it was the last paper on earth 
to p erm it itself to be made the medium of 
the pro-Chinese advocates. 
A journal 
that sw eated and groaned over the as­ 
sumed fear that the election of General 
Harrison meant the free incoming of the 
coolie, and assumed to understand tiie 
whole labor problem, was the very last from 
which to have expected such a flip-ílop. I. 
the Examiner had beer, employed by Chinese 
coin to ( heck the incoming and steadily 
augmenting current of intelligent white 
labor immigration, it could not have 
worked more faithfully for its employers 
than it has in the last few days. If it 
will . • ntinue a little longer in its hysteri­ 
cal exclam ations, it will enjoy the distinc­ 
tion of being the most vicious enemy Cali­ 
fornia has yet had. 
In this connection 
the statement in yesterday’s issue of that 
journal, that hop-growers in Sacramento 
county are dependent upon Chinese labor, 
is so far from being true that the fact is, 
the largest hop fields in the county and 
several of the lesser ones, were picked last 
year by Indian employes, and at a greater 
profit and satisfaction to the employers 
than when Chinese were engaged to do 
the work. 
In fact, more than half the hop 
crop of the county was picked by 600 In­ 
dians, and in 1889 there will be twice the 
number employed, if needed. 
We have thus far proceeded upon tiie :ls - 
sumption of the hysterical sincerity of the 
Examiner; but we have indicated that the 
course of that paper may be part of an in­ 
famous political plot. All the circumstan­ 
tial evidences are strong in support of the 
theory that the Examiner has sounded the 
key-note of a matured plan 
to bring 
the 
Republican 
party 
into disrepute 
upon this coast, and to throw the Pacific 
States bodily into the arms of the Democ­ 
racy. 
Already two or three minor sheets 
have echoed the Examiner, and in some 
nearer quarters, supposed to be friendly to 
Chinese exclusion, whimperings of alarm 
are heard between lines. 
The plot may 
be to encourage Eastern sentiment to work 
the repeal of the Exclusion Acts, and thus 
punish the working classes who eschewed 
free trade aud the Democracy in Novem­ 
ber, and fix upon a Republican Adminis­ 
tration the odium of return during its term 
to the Chinaizing process that went on so 
many years unchecked in California. The 
Examiner, the growers it pretends to quote, 
and the witnesses it calls to its aid in the 
effort to work up a pro-Chinese sensation, 
knew just as well before the passage of the 
Exclusion Act—if they are not ignora­ 
muses—what would be the effect of shut­ 
ting out new importations of coolies, as 
thev pretend to have discovered within 
the last few days. We repeat, there is ab­ 
solutely no new factor in the labor question 
on this coast; it is to-day precisely what it 
has been for five years, or when the first 
steps towards exclusion were taken. The 
attempt to make it appear that the indus­ 
tries of the State have .just awakened to a 
great discovery is hollow, insincere and 
the part of a vicious scheme to punish the 
State for having given General Harrison 
its electoral vote, and to insure it to the 
Democracy in 1892. 


resist their powerfnl neighbor. 
It is now 
reported that Chile has interfered for the 
second time to prevent Peru from settling 
her foreign debt, and the Peruvian Minis­ 
try has in consequence resigned, and Con­ 
gress has adjourned. 
Of course it is upon 
the plea that no foreign creditor of Peru 
should obtain a foothold on Peruvian terri­ 
tory that Chile interposes her mandate; 
but realty the desire of Chile is to force 
the sale to herself of the Peruvian debt. 
If that is achieved Chile will simply own 
her neighltor completely anil can annex 
the territory as soon as she pleases. 
Peru is indeed in a pitiful condition and 
the dilemma of tiie President, General 
Caceres, is one to excite general sympathy- 
The army of his nation has been reduced 
to a mere handful of 4,f 00 men, and the 
navy that was at one time a model of 
strength and completeness, now consists of 
two old transports. The bonded foreign 
debt of 1869, 1870, and 1892, the last of 
which 1 tears 5 {>er cent, amounts to $164,­ 
765,009, and with interest, to $257,115,000; 
adding the home debt the total reaches 
$373,456,000. 
The currency of the coun­ 
try, once as good as gold, has greatly de­ 
preciated, and is steadily falling and it 
now takes thirty paper dollars in Peru to 
buy goods that one silver dollar will pur­ 
chase. 
h inancial panic has been chronic 
in the unfortunate State for over a year, 
and but a few months ago it was necessary 
to keep large communities under military 
surveillance to prevent the outbreak of 
riots as a result of the discouragement of 
the people, because of their inability to 
use paper money, its purchasing capacity 
having so greatly declined. Upon this 
subject our Consul at Callao reported in 
the July volume, 1888, of Consular re­ 
ports, that the depreciation of the cur­ 
rency—due to assumption by the Govern­ 
ment of responsibility for the bank issues 
in consideration of the redemption of 
credits held by the banks against the 
Government—was such as to cause wide­ 
spread misery. He added: 
The Government pays out the paper to its 
enormous list of employes, and these, to provide 
for their necessities, are torced to convert their 
pay into silver at simply a ruinous discount. As 
a m atter of course, the limited revenue at the 
disposal of the Government, almost entirely de­ 
rived from the duties paid into the Custom­ 
house. is most seriously affected by this chance; 
but. being destitute of funds to even gradually 
redeem the paper, the burden has to be endured, 
and it falls on a multitude. It is estimated that 
there were 60,006,000 paper sols in circulation or 
J.'ÍJSríiS18., ands,- 
is sum was equivalent to 
¿,000,000 Sliver sols, aud in the course of n week 
has been rendere useless, and may be consid­ 
ered as practically lost. Such a blow to a nation 
ill such financial straits as Peru is to-day is 
hardly conceivable abroad ; but when the panic 
began, ten days since (December 18*7), there 
were numbers of families in this city and at 
Lima who were actually unable to buy food 
with the only medium in their possession—»,a- 
per money. In the interior from Lima, in the 
enormous Indian population of the departm ents 
oi lluanuco and Innin, there is no silver in cir- 
dilation ; paper is the only mouev known, and 
when the news reaches those districts of the 
crisis and rejection of the paper money at the 
metropolis and center of the P.epubfic, it is 
feared that the most unfortunate results will 
follow. 
The revenues of the nation for the fiscal 
year 1887-88 were estimated at but $16,­ 
000,000, while current demands for sup. 
(>ort of the Government were placed at 
$13,600,000; but the first half of 1887 
the actual returns 
from 
customs fell 
$2,00(1,000 short of the estimate, and nearly 
all the money taken in by the nation was 
expended in maintaining the army. The 
Government was reduced to such straits 
last year that it felt compelled to declare 
opium a Government monopoly, where­ 
upon it put up at auction the right to 
traffic in the drug. 
In 1886 ex-Mayor 
Grace, of New York, representing the 
European creditors of Peru, proposed a 
plan for a cancellation of a large part of 
the debt, and for the extension of railroads 
in the country upon the relinquishment 
by the Peruvian Government to its cred­ 
itors of 763 miles of railway, the creditors 
to extend the lines and make the railway 
system harmonious. The creditors were also 
to surrender $ 160,000,000 of Peruvian bonds 
or half of what the proposers of the plan 
represented and for the other half to un- 
lertake to get it from Chile, as ow .ers of 
the Province of Tarapaca which Peru 
•eded at the point of Chilean bayonets. 
The creditors agreed also to advance to 
Peru $20,000,000 in thirty monthly in­ 
stalments, to be used in paying interest 
upon the home debt, and for transporta­ 
tion of troops, supplies and mails, to the 
extent of $30,000 a month. Against this 
plan Chile entered her protest so far as the 
Mini the creditors hoped to recover from 
Citiiie was concerned. 
This laid the 
scheme upon the shelf. 
This year the President covenanted with 
an English representative of the creditors 
for settlement of the debt, and such pro­ 
gress was made that $25,000,000 of home 
obligations would have been discharged, 
but have left Peru with her silver and guano 
properties mortgaged to secure the remain­ 
ing indebtedness. Congress rejected the 
plan, unquestionably actuated by fear of 
Chile and by distrust of its ability to carry 
out the suggested scheme. 
Just what was 
the new plan for adjustment of the national 
debt that Chile has prevented Peru from 
adopting, we are not informed, but it is 
believed to be of much the same character 
as the Grace-Aranibar scheme that we 
have outlined. 


COUNTING THE BALLOTS. 


UNHAPPY PESU . 


The dispatches iudicate that Chile has 
t relinquished her scheme of annexing 
■ru practically, by slowly crushing out 
1 hopes atnoD g the Peruvians of being 
,le to discharge the national debt and to 


against any false calling off of the ballots. 
It would not, any more than the present 
system, eliminate the corruption of buying 
and selling votes or of stuffing the ballot- 
box. 
The latter evil can be met only by 
selection of incorruptible judges and in­ 
spectors of elections, and that in turn is not 
possible without breaking the back of 
vicious boss rule. 


In unearthing the election frauds in San 
Francisco by a recount in the cases of sev­ 
eral candidates, it develops that nearly all 
the false counting was in what are known 
as the down-town precincts—those below 
the line of Dupont street, for instance— 
while the returns of the hill, or up-town 
and residence districts, are free from any 
evidences of wiliful 
miscounting. The 
“ down-town ” districts are those which 
contain most saloons, nearly all the dead­ 
falls, the resorts of the major portion of 
the criminal element, and the centers 
from which political chicane and trickery 
emanate. \Vhat does this prove ? That it 
is an error to so group voters that in some 
voting districts, by reason of the low char­ 
acter of the region, fraud can be ¡>erpe- 
trated with ease. The remedy naturally 
suggesting itself is, to so adjust the dis­ 
tricts as to throw a leaven of good charac­ 
ter into each. 
But here arises a difficulty 
that is apparently insuperable—the law re­ 
quires that not to exceed 350 voters shall 
he grouped in anv one district. 
In San 
Francisco even a shoe-string district could 
scarcely be made to stretch so as to include 
better residence sections and still to include 
some of the districts where fraud and vice 
most thrive. 
Might it not be possible, 
however, suggests an “ anxious citizen,'’ to 
put judges and inspectors into the “ bad” 
districts who are not residents of them 
and are not related to or companions of the 
vicious elements? The answer must be no, 
for it would be undemocratic and, under 
the Constitution and laws, illegal. This 
brings us to the proposition of the R kc- 


ord-Union, long since advanced and sev­ 
eral times described in these columns: 
have the counting in the first instance 
done in open Court and under and accord­ 
' ing to judicial practice and system. Such 
a method of ascertaining the result of an 
election would completely close the door 


POSSIBLE KINDERGARTENS. 


The movement to establish a kinder­ 
garten school in connection with the Or­ 
phan Asylum in this city has been revived- 
It unfortunately collapsed last year, but 
the generosity and impulse of Governor 
Waterman’s offer to start the ball anew in­ 
sures its success this time. 
We feel the 
more interest in the effort from the fact 
that the school will be the first kinder­ 
garten of a public character in this city, 
though several private ones have been suc­ 
cessfully maintained. 
It will, we believe, 
so win public confidence that the scheme 
to found a free kindergarten, that has 
some time been under way, will be stimu­ 
lated into realization. The kindergarten 
is the true substructure of the common 
school course. 
It ought to be officially re­ 
lated to it. I t is the school influence of 
all others that bends the twig. 
It pro­ 
ceeds upon the doctrine that the first and 
best educational procedure is the train­ 
ing of the perceptive faculties; the cultiva­ 
tion of the powers of observation. 
It 
teaches the child the nature of common 
things ; it reaches and expands the reason 
through the fancy and the imagination; it 
leads the little child invitingly and never 
pushes it. 
It is the seed that planted in 
youth spriDgs up in love of order and har­ 
mony. 
It educates as education means, for 
it draws out rather than puts into the 
mind. 
Moreover, it addresses all that is 
tenderest, sweetest aud best in the the na­ 
ture of the child. 
It has no “ tasks,” for 
it makes duty pleasure and knowledge de­ 
light. 
It puts the child upon inquiry and 
makes it self-helpful where under other 
systems it is forever palling back and re­ 
sisting. It is to be hojied that next month 
will see the Orphan Free Kindergarten 
School established, and the next after that 
the public free kindergarten, that our peo­ 
ple may have an opportunity to study the 
methods of this system of primary educa­ 
tion. 


W h e t h e r the Richmond (Va.) Dis­ 
patch intended to be humorous and satiri­ 
cal ; whether it was scoffing, or whether it 
was in sober earnest will possibly remain 
in doubt; but it certainly did the other 
day make this remarkable expression: 
“ There is a widespread opinion that the 
laws of Virginia ought to afford some pro­ 
tection to colored people who are willing 
to vote with us.” 
Did the Di.sjxitch mean 
by “us” the Democratic party with which 
it affiliates, or did it mean “in common 
with other citizens?” 
From 
the well 
known political hard-shell of the Dispatch 
we must conclude, if it is serious in its 
utterance, that it 
desires the passage 
of a law that will 
protect 
the col­ 
ored people who will vote the Demo­ 
cratic ticket, but afford no protection 
to black Republicans. The context of the 
Dispatch’s leader indicates that it wants a 
law that will enable the colored Demo­ 
cratic voter to cast his ballot in such free­ 
dom from observation that he will not be 
exposed to the taunts of his Republican 
brethren nor be ejected from the society of 
his fellows who hold to opposing political 
views so strongly that they carry their 
politics into social life. 
The idea of the 
Dispatch is certainly original, and it is not 
improbable that such a law could be passed 
and made to hold water. On its face it 
would appear impartial, but in its oper­ 
ation it could be made to work out pre­ 
cisely the results the bulldozer achieves, 
without resort to his brutal methods. 
For 
under a law establishing secret voting 
booths, and which is not by any means 
unknown, the colored Republican voter 
could be “ influenced ” not to avail of it. 
Just enough of “ his kind” might be per­ 
mitted to enter the booths to do no dam­ 
age to Democratic majorities and yet suf­ 
ficient to make a showing that would 
shield the colored voter who liows to the 
will of the dominant influence. 
It is a 
very pretty suggestion, and the attempt to 
carry it into cfiect, if the Dispatch is in 
sober earnest, will be awaited with interest. 


U p to Tuesday next the Judges of crim­ 
inal Courts in New York in addressing 
“last words” to murderers will say, “and 
there and then he hanged by the neck 
until you are dead.” 
After Tuesday the 
last words will tie, “and there and then 
he executed as is by the laws of the State 
provided.” 
W hich all means that the 
prisoner will be taken to the place of ex­ 
ecution and laid u|«in a table suitably pre­ 
pared for the purpose, then an electrode 
connected with the positive pole of the 
electric current will be put on his head, 
and an electrode connected with the neg­ 
ative pole be placed against his hack, be­ 
tween his shoulders; that a dynamo gen­ 
erating, an electro motive force of 
suffi­ 
cient number of volts to extinguish life 
will be employed to send a current of ele -- 
tricitv through these electrodes, and that 
this current shall be kept in action until 
the prisoner is dead. 
It will lie a long 
step ahead in civilization. 
Hanging is 
brutal and demoralizing, and has less ter­ 
ror for the evil doer than is generally 
supposed. 
But execution by electrical 
action means 
privacy, alienee of pain, 
elimination of the ghastly scenes of the 
scaffold and all possibility of bungling 
with the noose and of any death by slow 
strangulation. And three great gains will 
be the shutting out of the sensational re­ 
porter, and the absence of tragic posing on 
the part of the criminal, and of all mock 
heroics. 


P r e s id e n t Harrison will enjoy a dis­ 
tinction that has fallen to the lot of no 
other Chief Magistrate, and will not be en­ 
joyed by another for a hundred years. 
He 
will be called upon to go through with the 
chief ceremonial in the reproduction of the 
inauguration of George Washington 
a 
century ago. The R eco rd-U x io x a few 
weeks since had a full account of the steps 
befog taken to appropriately observe the 
last of our centennial anniversaries. 
It is 
gratifying to learn that the response of the 
people to the call of the New York Com­ 
mittee of Management has been even mote 
generous and enthusiastic than was ex­ 
pected. It is now positive that the cele­ 
bration will take place in a manner that 
will be potential in cultivating the patri­ 
otic spirit, and that will more fittingly 
commemorate the birth of the nation than 
any anniversary event of the past. The 
New York Legislature has passed an Act 
making April 30, 1889, a legal holiday. 
Every other State in the L'nion should do 
likewise. We cannot all go to New York 
to witness the celebration, but we can one 
and all pause in the busy march of the 
. day and take a retrospective glance down 
the aisles of the nation's history and pay 


the tribute of rest from labor to the cent­ 
ennial anniversary of the seating of the 
first President of the greatest of republics. 
It ought to require no pains to induce the 
Legislature of our own State to testify to 
the patriotic spirit of her people by pass­ 
ing an Act as suggested, regardless of the 
power of the Executive to declare the day 
of the great event a legal holiday. 


Says the San Francisco Alta: 
This sounds strange. In Lowell, Mass., Mr. 
Fierce, a Democrat, was elected Alderman oil 
the lace of the returns. He investigated the 
m atter himself, and, on going to the ballots, 
found that he was beaten by five votes, where­ 
upon he contested his own election and de­ 
manded a recount, which showed that ihe office 
belonged to his opponent, Mr. Drnrv. Mr. Pierce 
would draw a crowd if he would m ate a tour of 
the country. 
But what an opportunity was offered the 
Alta, as one of the family, to apply the 
moral to its Democratic friends in San 
Francisco who have secured certificates of 
election upon the basis of the most mon­ 
strous frauds? 
Is there enougli of the 
leaven of virtue in the Democracy of the 
metropolis to give to the world one man 
out of the whole lot who will gracefully 
and manfully surrender and yield up his 
certificate when the recounts prove that 
he is not entitled to it? 
“ Dollars to 
cents” with the Alta that there is not one 
such of the entire breed of San Francisco 
politicians. 
W hen the recounts are over 
we will have the shameful exhibition of 
men holding on to certificates of election 
and filling places who, in the face of all 
the State, are proved to be not entitled to 
them. 


T r u e to its instincts, and careless of the 
shameless confession of insincerity it makes 
in the light of its platform of 1S84, the 
Democratic party, as represented in Con­ 
gress, signalized the resumption of busi­ 
ness in the House this month by an assault 
ail along the line tqion the civil service 
reform laws. 
The party without a blush 
antagonized the appropriation item for the 
enforcement of civil service laws. 
The 
whole brigade, from Commander Cum­ 
mings to the least of the privates, took up 
arms against the item in support of the 
Civil Service Commission. 
Not one of 
these gentlemen so much as breathed a 
whisper against civil service reform in 
1884 when the party was coquetting with 
the one-time Mugwumps, and Democratic 
orators were “ whooping it u p ” for Mr. 
Cleveland as the brightest apostle of the 
reform. 
But times change and misfortune 
develops the true character. 
Just now the 
day is proving that Republican assertions 
in the late campaign relative to Demo­ 
cratic civil service reform insincerity were 
strictly true. 


T h e San Francisco Alta declares that 
Mr. Greenhaum was not recalled from 
Samoa “in disgrace,” but that his recall 
was the natural result of an international 
agreement arrived at between the United 
States, Germany, France and England. 
The Alta is wide of the mark, and while it 
sustained Consul Greenhaum and held that 
he acted wisely in hoisting the American 
flag above the Samoan colors at request of 
the King, it is in error in the statement 
quoted. 
President Cleveland, in his mes­ 
sage of 1886, after referring to the act of 
Consul Greenhaum as being without au­ 
thority aud a gratuitous assumption of 
power,said: “Theproceedingwas promptly 
disavowed and tiie over-zealous official re­ 
called.” 
It was not until after this re­ 
moval in disgrace that the “special agents” 
of the three Governments (France was not 
included) were deputed to examine into 
the situation in the islands. 
The Alta 
very properly rebukes the commercial in­ 
fluences that protested 
against Grceu- 
baum’s action, and raged wildly about 
American interests being put in peril by 
German naval artillery, but which same 
influences are now quite as hotly proceed­ 
ing to score Mr. Bayard. 


Co m m e n d us to the Chicago Anarchists 
after all for an inconsistent lot. 
They 
have appealed to the Courts of that city 
for an injunction to restrain the police au­ 
thorities from preventing the holding of 
Anarchist meetings and parades. 
Was 
there ever 
grirner humor? 
The An­ 
archist defies and denounces the law ; he 
declares that it is tyrannous: violative of 
the rights of natural liberty ; destructive 
of human freedom ; 
is begotten by the 
devil and horn of hell, and ought tobe 
overthrown, and the purpose and chief 
aims of Anarchists are to “ stab the law ” 
and utterly destroy it. 
That they may 
have liberty to do these things, to upset 
order and overthrow the orderly methods 
of government under law, they appeal to 
the very power they oppose and declare to 
be worthy of destruction, to protect them 
in their design and assault upon it. 
It is 
probable that everybody else in all the 
broad land sees the ludicrousness of this 
position except the Anarchists themselves- 


I t appears that the Democratic boss sys­ 
tem of counting election ballots was ap­ 
plied in Nevada county also, and at least 
two Republican candidates counted out. 
The recount has established this to be the 
truth, and the supposed rejected candidates 
have been judicially declared entitled to 
the offices the election boards gave to 
Democrats. 
It is a significant fact that in 
all these November election frauds the 
Democratic candidates were the bene­ 
ficiaries. 


T h e Democracy is now expressing itself 
favorably to the admission of Utah to the 
sisterhood of States.

SIGNAL SERVICE SYMBOLS. 


T he M » n l i g A tta c h e d to F lag s U sed to 
D isplay W e a th e r F o re casts. 
A correspor.dant writes to ask the mean­ 
ing attached to the different symbols used 
by the Signal Service officers to tell the 
Wiathcr forecasts. The weather signals 
now in use were adopted for general use by 
the Signal 8ervice on March 1,1887. No. 1, 
white flag, six feet square, always indi­ 
cates clear or fair weather, no rain. No. 2, 
blue flag, six feet square, indicates rain or 
snow. No. 3, black triangular flag, six 
feet at the base and six feet in length, al­ 
ways refers to temperature. When placed 
above Nos. 1 or 2, it indicates warmer 
weather; when placed below Nos 1 or 2, 
it indicates colder weather; when not 
, displayed, the indications are that the tem­ 
perature will remain stationary, or that the 
; change in temperature wiil cot vary five 
• degrees from the temperature oí the same 
' hour of the preceding day. 
No. 4, cold 
wave flag, white with black square in cen­ 
ter, six teet square, indicates the approach 


of a sudden and decided fall in tempera­ 
ture. This signal is usually ordered at 
least twenty-four hours in advance of the 
coid wave. It is not displayed unless a 
temperature of 45°, or less, is expected, nor 
is trig No. 3 displayed with it. 
When displayed on Hag-poles ihe signals 
are arranged to read downward; when dis­ 
played from horizontal supports, a small 
streamer is attached, lo iudicate the point 
from which the signals are to be read; 
when iu the form of symbols, displayed on 
cars, the symbols are placed one above the 
other and read downward. For example, 
when displayed from a pole, if No. 1 ap­ 
pears above No. 3, it 
means, 
“ Fair 
weather. Colder.” If No. 3 appears over 
No. 2, it means, “ Warmer. 
Rain or 
snow.” If No. 3 is shown at the top, No. 1 
next, and No. 2 at the bottom, it means, 
“ Warmer. 
Fair weather, followed by 
rain or snow.” 
If No. 1 is shown over No. 
4, itdeuotis “ Fair weather. Cold wave.” 
This system was adopted with a view of 
securing uniformity. It is not compli­ 
cated, and the solid colors secure legi­ 
bility.

In addition to 
the inmates and managers of the asvlurn, 
there were present by invitation Governor 
Waterman, Mayot Gregory, Ifovs. W. C. 
Merrill,C. P. Massey, representatives of the 
Record-Unios and Kec and a lev others. 
After the invited gties.s had reached the 
dining-room the homeless children who 
are there gathered and so kfodlyand gen­ 
erously cared for marched into the dining­ 
room from an adjoining hall, singing as 
they marched in "W e Are Happy,” etc., 
und which fact was abundantly testified to 
by their bright faces and cheery voices. 
Having taken their seats in an' orderly 
way. aud grace said by Rev. Mr. Merrill, 
supplemented by grace pronounced by 
the entire group of children, in con­ 
cert, 
the 
little 
ones 
entered 
upon 
their 
repast, and 
enjoyed 
it 
in 
a 
manner that was pleasing to witness. 
In one end of the r oni was an orchestra 
employed by the Indi s, which furnished 
music at intervals during the dinner hour. 
At the other end of itie room a table was 
spread for the invited uuists, at one end of 
which was seated the Governor, and at the 
other the Matron of the Asylum. 
After due attention had been given to the 
bounties of the occasion. Mayor Gregorv 
was called upon to act as toast master, and 
made a very happy and appropriate talk to 
the children, and in appreciation 
and 
praise of the ladies who devote their time 
and energies with such success in making 
a home and bringing ;o useful lives the 
one hundred and fifty waifs under their 
care. 
Governor Waterman was next called 
upon aud spoke with deep feeling and ap­ 
preciation of the good work the ladies were 
ihen accomplishing, and of similar work 
in other orphans’homes he had officially 
visited in o’her parts of the State. He ex­ 
pressed an earnest desire to see these insti­ 
tutions successful, and said he would do 
all in his power to help accomplish that 
purpose. 
Remarks, which were closely 
listened to by the children, were also made 
bv Rev. Mr. Merrill, V. S. McClatchy, Rev. 
Mr. Massey and tbe Recobd-IM on repre­ 
sentative. 
The latter urged the estab­ 
lishment of a kindergarten for the fifty 
younger inmates of the Asylum, both as a 
basis for educational training, useful habits 
and lives, as well as a method of interesting 
and caring for these little ones. 
The 
matron, 
Mrs. Peckham, spoke 
warmly of the good the kindergarten would 
do, and of the great help it would be to 
those charged with constantly lookingafter 
the children that Providence had placed 
under their charge. Mrs. N. D. Rideout, 
President of the Board of Managers, in­ 
dorsed this view, and said the want of suf­ 
ficient funds was all that prevented the 
work being taken up. 
Remarks followed by different speakers 
in the kindergarten interest, when Mrs. 
Peckham replied in answer to inquiry, that 
the school could be started and conducted 
for $4U per month. 
“Well,” said the Governor, “let us raise 
the money and start it then. 
You can 
draw on me for $100 toward the necessarv 
fund.’' 
This generous action was warmly ap­ 
plauded by all present, and the ladfos, who 
nre 
devoting 
their 
lives 
to tbe care 
and wellbeing 
of 
tbe 
little 
ones, 
were 
deeply tffected 
by the sudden 
prospect 
of 
needed aid'. 
The Gov­ 
ernor 
to 
further the movement said: 
‘ Now let ns see this work go forward, and 
to that end i will take upon niyself to ap­ 
point of those here at the table, a commit­ 
tee consisting of Mayor Gregory. Rev. W. 
0. Merrill, Rev. C. P. Massy, V. S. Mc- 
Platchy and S. K. Carrington, to canvass 
for or otherwise raise the necessary funds 
to at or.ee establish the 
Kindergarten 
school and maintain it.” 
A consultation over the matter followed, 
and it was determined to hare ti e kinder­ 
garten opened soon after New Year’s, and 
make tbe necessary appeal for funds to 
carry forward the ereatly-needed work. A 
fine room, entirely furnished, is already 
provided at the Asylum. 
Tbe children's Christmas dinner was thus 
closed in arranging for their better care and 
advantages, and the ladies expressed great 
satisfaction that the subject had been taken 
up with such consideration and results.

THE COMING BASEBALL. 
Preparations tor th« G randest .Season Sac­ 
ram ento Ever Had. 
The management of the Sacramento 
Baseball Club is experiencing the usual 
trouble, the securing of the requisite qual­ 
ity and quantity of pitching talent. Two 
first-class boxmen are now being negotiated 
with, and if they can be induced to see that 
it is to their interest to be connected with 
the pennant winners of the California 
League at a reasonable salary, they will be 
signed. A first baseman will be signed in 
a few .ays. 
He is six feet tall and is a 
great bitter. He is also a fine pitcher and 
will ■„« used frequently in the box. and 
when he is secured Sacramento’s infield 
will be complete. 
In addition to the pennant for which the 
clubs ol ibe California League will battle 
for next season, is a trophy presented by 
A. J. Reach, of Philadelphia. " It is a solid 
silver combination flower stand and punch 
bowl, standing thirty-nine inches in hight, 
and is valued at $600. 
The expense of carrying a team like the 
one that will represent Sacramento next 
season, has been carefully estimated by 
Secretary George, and he states that it will 
cost between $17,000 and $18,000 for a club 
of ten men. including traveling expenses. 
He is thinking of hiring a private secretaiy 
to answer his baseball correspondence, 
which promises to keep pace with that of 
President Harrison, and it would seem that 
all the young men in the country were 
anxious to play with the Sacramento club. 
The President of the California League 
has been authorized to secure competent 
umpires and pay them liberal salaries and 
traveling expenses, so that this important 
portion of the entertainment will be in 
Keeping with the other radical improve­ 
m ents in the clubs and the game. Pro­ 
visions nave also been made for the strict 
enforcement of collections of all fines im­ 
posed upon players who are inclined to 
Kick too hard, or do any dirty ball p la yiD g. 
It will not be tolerated." 
Season tickets will be placed on sale at 
Megerle’a news stand, Fourth street, be- 
‘ ’•een J and K, next Wednesday. January 
2d. A1 who wish to avoid a rush at the 
ticket office, in the hot sun next summer 
will do well to secure one. 
Two local pitchers of some promise will 
be given a trial as soon as manager Quest 
arrives, about January 15th. A lack of 
command of the ball is likely to be the 
rock on which they will come to grief.

The D etectives at W ork—An A m ateur 
Does a Night’s W ork. 
Detective Thacker and officer Arlington 
returned to the city some time Thursday 
night from a long drive, and were out 
again yesterday following some trail.

COMMITTEE BEPORTS. 
The following report was made bv the 
committee appointed to criticise the Presi­ 
dent's address : 
Resoived, That we heartily indorse the opinion 
oi President Cook that too much time is spent 
on many elementary studies, and that more 
time could well be spent In the education of the 
will.” 
Resolved, That of the seven concluding and 
summarizing paragraphs, the first, third, timrth 
and seventh are unhesitatingly commended 
They are: First—“Let hoards of'Education and 
Principals seek for character in the teachers 
they employ, insist upon it as a prime requisite, 
and discharge teachers who haven't it.” With 
regard to the second—which is, “Before begin­ 
ning to teach, or as soon thereafter as possible, 
obtain the broadest, deepest, most human educa­ 
tion within your reach; one is not even prepared 
for teaching arithmetic and geography by the 
study of these branches alone, much less for the 
task of reariDg up healthy, intelligent, generous, 
sweet-natured men and women’ —the commit­ 
tee fails to comprehend the exact meaning of 
the author in the use of the word human- 
whether it is intended to be subjective or ob­ 
jective, or both. With regard to the fifth 
clause, reading as follows: “Introduce the Bible 
into schools in the least objectionable manner 
as soon as public sentiment and Boards of Ed­ 
ucation will allow. Try to live by the best aud 
purest teachings and induce your pupils lo do 
the same.” The committee submits that discus­ 
sions upon the nse of the Bible in the schools 
have been so bitter, and tbe opinions of promi­ 
nent educators are so widely divergent, that we 
feel it inadvisable to comment or disapprove. 
With regard to the sixth clause, reading, "Bear 
in m-.na the threefold nature of your pupil. Do 
not stunt the rest of his body to cram his brain ; 
nor enfeeble his moral nature for the sake of87Ji 
instead of t7}-4 per cent, in examination. Give 
his affection and love of beauty a chance. He 
will thank you for it by and by,” t\*e suggest 
the striking out of the word "‘threefold, " be­ 
lieving that the primary division of man’s na­ 
ture is twofold rather I han threefold. 
Resolved, That the thanks of this Association 
are especially due the President, Professor A. 
S Cook, for bis very scholarly address, replete 
with the richest wisdom, that ot experience. 
Its suggestions are such as should be taken 
home to the heart of every teacher. 
It was discussed, and finally continued 
for further consideration. 


OB LEGISLATION. 
The Committee on Legislation reported 
as follows: 
Your Committee on Legislation beg leave to 
report that we consider the following legislation 
desirable: 
1. That a law be passed providing for the di­ 
vision of the State into three or more Institute 
Districts, and for the appointment, by the State 
Board of Education of an In-titute Conductor 
for each district, at the annual salary of S2.000 
and traveling expenses. The duties of institute 
Conductor to be threefold: (1) To conduct three 
or more Normal Institutes tor a period of at 
least three weeks each, daring each year in his 
district. (2) To act with the County Board of 
Education in each county in his district In ex­ 
amining candidates and granting certificates— 
he to be an ex officio member of each County 
Board in his district. (3) To act with the State 
Board of Education in all of its duties except 
that or electing Institute Conductors. 
2. A law empowering County Boards of Edu­ 
cation and City Boards of Examination to gram 
certificates and fix the grade thereof, upon cer­ 
tificates granted in any city or countv of this 
State. 
‘ 
A law emrowering the Executive Commit­ 
tee of the California Teachers’ Association t > 
have all printing of the Association (including 
the proceedings of all its sessions) at the State 
printing office. 
4. A law grunting a pension of S3D0 per annum 
to any teach r who has taught thirty years in 
the public schools of this state, such pension to 
be granted only ujkju rttiring lrom active work 
as a teacher. 
5. A law proposing to amend the State Consti­ 
tution by striking out from Section 7, Article 9, 
of the Consiitution. the following: ” TheComity 
Supei iu’endents and the County Boards of Edu­ 
cation shall have control of the examination of 
teachers and the granting of teachers’ certifi­ 
cates within their respective jurisdictions.” 
Also, an Act “To provide fur the payment of 
warrants drawn upon the school fund out of 
other funds, and ior tbe repayment thereof,” 
which is as lollows: 
"Whenever there shall not be sufficient monev 
in the school fund, or funds of any eountv or 
city or city and county in the State of Califor­ 
nia. to pay the properly aujited warrants upon 
said ichool fund or funds, ihe Treasurer ot 
such county or city or city and county is hereby 
authorized aud required to pay suen warrants 
out ot the sa&mp land fund, or anv ot the 
sinking lands, or any other funds' of such 
county or city or city and rouDty which are not 
immediately needed lor the payment of de­ 
mands against th< m. Said warrants shall be 
held as vouchers by the Treasurer in favor of 
the lund or funds out of which they shall have 
been paid, and shall be repaid bj tbe transfer 
of a sufficient amount of money lrom the school 
fund or fuD ds as soon as any money shall come 
into said school lund or funds, after the pay­ 
ment ot sucn warrants. 
A ll Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with 
s of this J 
the provisions 
Act are hereby repealed. 
I effect from 
I his Act shall be in torce and 
and alter its passage.” 
We further recommend that the Association 
appoint a committee to present snch of the fore­ 
going suggestions as it may approve to the Leg­ 
islature at its coming se-sion, and, further, that 
a similar eommit’ee, appointed by the County 
Superintendents, be requested to confer with 
our committee to the end that the educational 
bodies of this Sta’e mav be united in their le- 
ques'stothe Legislature for improvement in 
our school laws. 
All of which is respectfully submitted. 
The question of industrial training was 
discussed at length by C. J. Flatt, of Los 
Ang*les, and I>. A. Hayes, of Sants Clara. 
When the report of the Committee on 
Curriculum ot Grammar and Primary 
Schools was submitted it was discussed by 
C. H. Murphy, of Yisália and O. A.Graves, 
of Red Bluff. 
Addresses were made by several mem­ 
bers upon the importance of Teachers’ 
Reading Circles. 


ELEMENTARY TEACHING OF SCIENCE. 
F. Slate, Assistant Professor of Physics 
and Mechanics of the University of Cali­ 
fornia, read an es«ay upon the ” Scope and 
Aim of the Elementary Teaching of 
Science.” His principal points were: 
Science has rightfully a place in the school 
curriculum, because it both affords mental c is- 
cipline of a desirable kind not given so well by 
other branches, and opens up extensive fields 
of human thought and activity in the past as 
well as the prescut. 
The mental discipline is,broadly speaking, on 
the Hues of observation aud reasoning upon 
phenomena. Mathematics is no substitute: its 
materials are abstract conceptions, 
equally fails. 
he modem drill in education is towards 
maintaining vital connection between school 
work and lite. If persistent effo.t be made to 
explain every-day lacts by tbe aid of knowledge 
that is already gained, we are aiding this health­ 
ful tendency, while we are doing the work best 
adapted to the age of our pupils; we are drilling 
in "organizing kuowlege 
Experiment and laboratory work are valuable 
adjuncts. But they are of use because they 
make study objective: not mainly because they 
make pupils “Bandy.” Manual training has its 
own justification and its own problems. 
Laboratory work must be carefully brought 
into relation with ideas. Else we have habits of 
disultory aud loose statement, aud loose infer­ 
ence lrom inconclusive evidence. 
This paper was discussed by S. P Meads 
of Oakland. Miss Belle Duncan ot Salinas, 
and Josiah Keep, of Mills College. 


THE SCHOOL TRUSTEE. 
J. L. Wilson. Superintendent of the 
schools of Colusa county, read an ex­ 
haustive essay upon “ W hat are the Re­ 
spective Rights and Duties of Parents and 
Teachers in the Management of Schools 
His chief points were; 


: The problem in connection with the “ Office 
I of the ¡school Trustee” is that of government in 
. i s broad sense. 
I The three forms of government—monarchic. 
! aristocratic, aud democratic—are naturally con­ 
secutive, arid mark distinct, successive steps in 
civilization. 
The best form of government has been the 
question of the ages; the above solution is the 
American conclusion. 
In the discussion of the “ Office of the School 
Trustee ” the questions are the old ones of gov­ 
ernment—how shall its incumbent be ap­ 
pointed ?—what powers shall he have? i.e.— 
snail it be monarchic, aristocratic, or demo­ 
cratic in its organization ? (Aristocratic is here 
nsed in its old sense of government by a few of 
tbe best.) 
In the infancy of peoples, they find it neces­ 
sary to appoint a guardian overthemselves, i. e., 
an absolute monarch. In monarchies sustain­ 
ing school systems, they are organized on this 
basis—Lhe people have no control, or limited 
control over their school. This is also true 
where the preponderating population are ignor­ 
ant and incapable oi managing their affairs; 
viz: in Alabama the State Superintendent ap­ 
points the County Superintendent, who in turn 
appoints local Boards of Trustees. The same 
result is reached iu other Southern States. 
By the aristocratic form ol government I mean 
not only that in which til- power is placed m 
the hands of a few, but also that form in which 
the few are not chosen by the people governed. 
It is to be distinguished from the popular sense 
of the term. 
Applied to the "Office of the School Trustee.” 
it includes the system wherein the township, 
including several districts, is the unit: Town- 
shrp Boards, either appointed or elective, hiring 
teachers and transacting all the business for 
the schools in the township. 
The democratic system is that in which the 
people elect Boards ol Trusters lor their dis­ 
tricts with powers plenipotentiary. 
It rests upon the idea that the people are ca­ 
pable of rearing tbeir children and attending to 
iheir own business. With proper cheeks, it is 
the American idea, aud that is equivalent to 
saving it is tne correct idea. 
The one Trustee idea. 
The Trustee. What he is—what he ought 
tobe. 
I would warm up the school system with 
American sentiment, principles aud patriotism, 
aud leave it in the hauds and hearts ot the 
American people. 


THE TEACHER AND PARENT. 
C. C. Stratton, President of Mills College, 
read an essay upon ’’ By what Method can 
the Teacher Educate the Parent ?” He as­ 
sumed at the outset that the duties of pa­ 
rents and the rights of teachers are not 
fully recognized. The interests at stake are 
very great, embracing the present aud fu­ 
ture weltare of the child, and parents and 
teachers should work together for tbe com­ 
mon end. But we find parents withhold­ 
ing authority which legitimately belongs in 
the schooi-room, failing to sustain the dis­ 
cipline of the school, making disparaging 
remarks in the presence of students con­ 
cerning the character, ability or work of 
the teucbtr, and withholding that confi­ 
dence and information which are so essen 
tial in order that the nature of the child 
may be clearly understood and intelligently 
addressed. 
These facts suggest the urgent need of 
some remedy. The parent as well as the 
child must be educated. But how ? One 
will say, we must resort to ihe printing 
press. Another would have recourse to 
the lecture platform. A third would edu­ 
cate the rising generation, that the light of 
parental responsibility spread through the 
regular work of the school. 
“To my mind none ot these remedies 
promise an adequate remedy. If the teacoer 
would command the reverence tor his 
character and the respect for his opinion 
ami rights, which are accorded to the cler­ 
gyman, the physician and the lawver. he 
must strive to rival these learned profes­ 
sions in the mastery ol his chosen calling 
and the extent of his attainments. As a 
rule, men are taken at their worth, not in 
this calling or that, but at their intrinsic 
worth. The lawyer's claims are regarded, 
because he can successfully manage our 
business, and the physician’s because he 
can successfully care for our health, but not 
because of their titles or degrees. The 
teacher should be, from the start, the or­ 
acle of ihe school room, and come to be the 
oracle of the neighborhood. Tbe direct 
and Uip only road to this elevation runs by 
the way of thorough scholarship, adequate 
professional training, and a richlv stored 
mind. Then, but not before, will" profes­ 
sional character and pride and enthusiasm 
and success command the neighborhood as 
they command the school-room.”

Ira G. Hoitt, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction delivered the following address 
on “ What are the Respective Rights and 
Duties of Parents and Teachers in the 
Management of Schools.” 
Tbe school is for the benefit of the home, and 
we may properly ask what rights has the parent 
when he places his child in school 1 
in answering this question, wesav first—The 
parent has the right, aud it is his duty to re­ 
quire the school to care lor the health of its 
pupils, to the end that nothing he allowed to 
interfere with the complete physical develop­ 
ment of the body. Tois requirement must 
demand of the teacher that he or she 
possess a 
knowledge 
of 
physiological 
and hygien e laws, to me end that his training 
sbali fiis‘. make of the child a p.rfect amoral in 
limb, liver, lung and stomach. 
But the parent lias no right, to expect the 
teacher to maintain the health of the child 
when in addition lo bis school work the child 
is required to practice two hours each day on 
the piano, and allowed to attend two or three 
parties a week during the winter months, re- 
maiuiug up till the early hours of morning. 
The parent may properly expect that the hours 
of school, the severity of the task, and the phys­ 
ical conditions of Ihe stairways, ventilation, 
etc , should be well looked atter'by the teacher. 
But the school should not be blamed for respon­ 
sibilities that rest upon the home, iu conse­ 
quence of its failure to supplement the work of 
the school aud co-operate with the teacher iu 
preserving the strength of the constitution aud 
tb-* bloom of tbe cheek. 
The parent may demand that the teacher 
train the intellectual lacultics of the child to 
such an extent as to make the mind an engine 
to do any work to which it may be called. 
Knowledge, like food, should not be kept, but 
should be consumed to produce mental force 
and power. The chief object iu knowing is the 
discipline which the effiut to acquire and the 
act of acquiring gives, and not the storing and 
cramming of each corner of the mind with 
facts. It may not he a misfortune to us if we 
have forgotten our geometry aud our Greek, 
provided we have convened our geometry ai d 
Greek into intellectual discrimination and in­ 
tellectual culture. Nome one has said: “if the 
leacher can stimulate the minds of hs,pupils 
and give them a powerful impulse and enthusi­ 
asm he accomplishes his last work." How the 
child learns, not what he learns: the method, 
not the amount, is tbe chief question. 
Exactness, thoroughness and patience go to 
make a thinker; and the judgment, the power 
to weigh evidence, intellectual candor, thor­ 
oughness in search aud accuracy in statement 
are the qualities tobe developed". The teacher 
should be expected to turn out not walking en­ 
cyclopedias, but knowing, thinking human 
characters. The pareut should demand of the 
teacher that the moral qualities of his sons and 
dni.ghtera be properly trained, that the daily 
walk and example of the teacher be snch that 
lie may safely and profitably stamp his own 
character upon the minds "and hearts of his 
pupils. 
i he teacher should inspire iu his pupils a rev­ 
erence for justice, and teach them to enjoy 
pleasures by their temperate use and to abstain 
from evil indulgences. They should be made 
to feel that ihe indulgence in alcoholic stimu­ 
lants is a most destructive evil. They should 
be made to understand the responsibility of 
power and schooled to prudence, forethought, 
and self reliance. They should understand the 
underlying principles of revenge and forgive­ 
ness. and be inbred with a philanthropic and 
patriotic spirit. 
The child should be made to know and to 
practice, as a duty, obedience to authority, and 
________ to feel penitence for wrong-doing. Pure thoughts 
Language *nd pure feelings should pervade the minds of 
! the pupils, aud moral thoughtfulnes should be 


especially the worth of hand labor. Every boy 
aud girl should be taught that the labor of ti e 
bra n is no more honorable titan the labor i f 
the band, provided that the motive in each ease 
I is equally honorable and good 
The conclusion is inevitable that the parent 
has the right to require of the teacher that he 
: cultivate the intellect, train the eye aud the 
hand, care for the health, nourish the morals, 
! arouse the patriolism, stimulate the energy and 
exert every influence to return lhe child to his 
! parents a selí-respectme. self-reliant, law abid­ 
ing son or daughter, cspchleof doing something 
and being somebody : thoroughly imbued w til 
such a moral influence as must command ou- 
hesitating and unequivocal obedience to law. 
induce neatness, enjoin sobriety and temper- 
I anoe, require attention and industry, quielcen 
, the wits, promote respect for society, encourage 
i independent thinking, create a love for the 
beautiful, exact loyally to truth, and inspire a 
reverence for God. This much the parents have 
a right to demand of the teacher. It is the duty 
: of the teacher to meet cheerfully and efficiently 
; all these requirements. 
I “ 1,702. it shall be the duty of all teachers to 
; endeavor to impress upon the minds of the pu- 
; pils the principles ot morality, truth, justice, 
! and patriotütn; to teach them to avoid idle­ 
ness, profanity, and falsehood; and to instruct 
them iu the principles of a free government, 
and to train them up to a true comprehension of 
the rights, duties and dignitv of American citi­ 
zenship.” 
Ever}* teacher is accorded by law protection 
from insult, when discharging liis duty. 
“1867. Any parent, guardian or other person, 
who shall iusult or abuse any teacher, in the 
presence of the school, shall be guiliy of a misde­ 
meanor, and be liable to a fine of not less than 
ten nor exceeding one hundred dollars. 
“1868. Any person who sha'.l willfully disturb 
any public school, cr any public si bool meet­ 
ing shall be guilty oi a misdemeanor, and li­ 
able to a fine of not less than ten nor more than 
one hundred dollars.” 
It is the right, not less than the duty, ol every 
teacher to be a man or »■ man. and I use the 
term in its most comprehensive sense, as ap- 
Íilied to human character, to be a person of af- 
airs, a leader in the community, able to direct 
aud assist in the management o"f public affairs, 
to have an opinion of his own on all public 
questions, lo have the courage of bis convic­ 
tions and express his opinions when, iu his 
judgment, such expression will restrain wrong 
doii g aud tccd to uphold the right aud acceler­ 
ate hs progress in the proper channel. 
It is every teacher's duty to so control himself 
and, if possible, possess the ability to manage 
others. 
The teacher may demand and expect of the 
parents that they second and cordially support 
his efforts in everything that tends to the most 
complete training of his pupils; that thev Judge 
his actions neither hastily uor harshly; that 
they poss-.ss themselves of the facts iu all casts 
before passing sentence of condemnation upon 
him. Finally, the community has come to feel 
that the public scuool teacher of the present 
day should be something more and something 
better than the common run of humanity. We 
believe it is a good thiug, for the child at least, 
to have such au idea of his teacher. Hence 
every teacher has a right to the respect of the 
community in which he labors, and it is liis 
duty to so control his own conduct and habits 
that his example aud every-day walk n life 
shall say to people among whom he resides, 
"You may not like me, but you shall respect 
me. ’

The A nnaal T arget Practice — M edals 
A w arded. 
The report of Adjutant-General Orton, 
giving tbe name3 of all who won medals at 
the annual shoot iu September, has been 
received at Brigade headquarters. 
The 
Brigade Commanders will have the medals 
distributed some time in January, though 
as yet they have not been received at head­ 
quarters. Tbe report shows that the per­ 
centage of Company G, First Artillery 
Regiment, is above all in the State 
—55 3S per cent.—and the next best is 
the Eureka Guard —42 35 — after which 
comes Company C, Nevada Cilv, and be­ 
longing to the First Artiiierv, with a per­ 
centage of 42 08. 
There were only six gold bars won in the 
entire National Guard in addition to the 
champion medal. Three of these bars 
were won by members cf the force in Sun 
Francisco, and the remaining three, 
champion medal, by members of Company 
G of this city, Captain Thomas B. Hall. 
The names of the three are: Corporal 
William F. Sheehan (champion for 1888), 
score 48; Corporal John W. Mitchell, score 
45; Lieutenant W. A. Mott, score 45. In 
the second class seventy-three silver medals 
were won, of which seventeen go to the 
First Artillery Regiment. Major Clinton 
L. White of the Fourth Brigade staff carried 
off a silver medal with a score of 41. 
The ball to be given by tbe ladies to gel 
funds for the colors will probably be given 
the latter part of January. Tbev have been 
very successful in the sale of tickets, and in 
advance they can say the ball will be a suc­ 
cess financially. 
Colonel Guthrie goes to Nevada City to­ 
day. and will drill Company C to-night. 
The troops in this city will be reviewed 
by the Commander-in-Chief, Governor 
Waterman, and the military committees 
of the Legislature the latter part of Janu­ 
ary.

W hat Tliey W ill Ask of tlie Next Legis­ 
lature. 
At the meeting of County Superintend­ 
ents yesterday, Wilscn of Colusa, Valen­ 
tine of Tehama, and Fisher of Alameda, 
were appointed a committee to formulate a 
bill to be presented to the Legislature, cov­ 
ering the following recommendations: 
That counties, cities, or school districts, 
may, by vote, furnish the use of text-books 
free to tbe pupils thereof. 
The Stale establish a Reform School for 
juvenile offenders. 
That the State establish at least one Man­ 
ual Training School. 
That ati appropriation be made for pro­ 
curing, copyrighting and publishing plans 
and specifications for school-houses tor the 
use of the people of tbe State. 
That county High Schools may be es­ 
tablished by vote of ihe county, to be sup­ 
ported by connty funds. 
That au “ Arbor Day” be legally ap­ 
pointed. 
That a careful revision of tbe law con­ 
cerning the school census be made. 
That a more stringent law on compulsory 
education be made. 
That County Superintendents, in counties 
having forty or more teacheis, be required 
to give their entire attention during term 
f me to the supervision of their schools; 
that their salaries be readjusted accord* 
iugly, and that they be allowed the sctual 
amouut of traveling expenses. 
That County Superintendents make, an­ 
nually. a brief written report concerning 
the condition aud progress of each school 
in their respective counties. 
That all the cities, towns and districts be 
required to provide ample school accom­ 
modations, or forfeit their right to the ap­ 
portionment of State school money. 
That an elementary work on Civil Gov­ 
ernment be added to the State series of 
text-books. 
Tbat all private schools be required to 
report, annually, to the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction the number of children 
residing in said schools, and the full num­ 
ber attending school therein. 
Tbe following resolutions were adopted: 
Resolved. That a vote of thanks be tendered 
oo Stale Superiutendeut Ira G Hoitt tor the 
uniform courtesy with which he has presided 
over the deliberations of this Convention, aud 
for lhe deep interest which he has manifested 
iu all matters pertaining to the improvement ot 
the educalioual system of the State. 
Resolved, That this Convention tender their 
thanks to Deputy State Superintendent Mrs. 
Ira G. Hoitt, to Clerks H. A. Moses and W. F. 
Burnell and to the officials of the various State 
departments, for courtesies extended; also, to 
the Secretary and his assistants for their effi­ 
cient services.

The child’s individuality should be respected 
by the teacher. While it must ever remain 
true under our system of instruction that good 
of anyone must be subordinate to the good of 
many, it should revertheless be remembered 
tl>'' each child is not the exact equal of every 
otoer child in intellectual endowments, auy 
more than he is the exact equal in avoirdupois. 
All childreu should net be measured by pre­ 
cisely the same intellectual gauge, depressing 
the mentality w hen it is above the average and 
attem pting to inflate it when below the average 
in ability. 
There should be no attempt at transformation 
of the child's individuality when its tendency 
is good, but we may properly eliminate and cor­ 
rect it when it is evil. The teacher should not 
consider his pupils as so many freight ears, to 
be loaded with learning and shipped across the 
comment of life, at an equal rate, by a single 
engine as a motive power. He may rather con­ 
sider them as different varieties of fruit trees, 
which he is to prune, train, cultivate and keep 
free from the scale pest of evil. 
Tbe teacher may properly be expected to 
teach the ehi'd the correct value of things.

BUCKLEY PARDONED, 
1 
G overnor W aterm an's Censures Vpon a 
San Francisco Judge. 
1 James Buckley, who was convicted of 
robbery, in San Francisco, in September 
¡ last, and sentenced to fifteen years in the 
State prison, was pardoned by the Gov­ 
ernor yesterday on condition that be ltave 
¡he State and not to return during the term I 
of his sentence. The Governor, in issuing 
the pardon, says: “Whereas my attention 
was first csiied to this case by a number of 
prominent ladies of San Francisco, and by 
the numerous notices given it in the daily 
press. According to the man's own story 
he bad jnst arrived in San Francisco lrom 
Australia, where he left his wife and chil­ 
dren, and, finding that his ship, which he 
had supposed would immediately returs- to 
his home, bonnd for Liverpool instead, he 
ran away, and attempted >o rind work in 
the city until he sbonld bo enabled to ship 
aboard a vessel which would carry him 
back to Australia. He strived bard to find 
work, but in vain, and on the day of his ar­ 
rest he had walked from the citv out to 
the UpriDg Valley Water Works endeavor­ 
ing to find employment. His money was 
gone, and he had not tasted food for two 
days, and, when in passing, he saw a lady 
with an open poekelbook in her band, tak­ 
ing therefrom some of its contents, the 
temptation was too great to be resisted, 
and he snatched the purse and tied. He 
was sorry for the deed the moment after it 
was committed, hut, fearing tbe conse­ 
quences of the lady’s outeries. he turned 
and ran. 
"I have caused careful inquiries to be 
made of the Inspector-General of Police of 
Sydney, N. S. W„ through the Chief of Po­ 
lice of San Francisco, and find the man’s 
story to be true in most respects. His real 
name is Daniel Cameron, but he took the 
mtiden name ot his wife upon his arrest. 
He has a young wife and two children, five 
aud two and a half years of age, to whom, 
according to his wife’s statement, be has 
always been au affectionate husband and 
father. Like all sailors, he has been some­ 
what addicted to the use of liquor, but his 
general conduct has been good. His family 
is now in destitute circumstances, owing to 
tbe loss of his earnings. 
“I believe his sentence to be most unjusi 
and excessive, and under the circumstances, 
utterly uncalled for, and consider the case 
a good one in which to exercise executive 
clemency. He is pardoned on condition 
that he he delivered to the Chief of Police 
ofSa.i Francisco, who shall see that he is 
at once shipped on board a vessel bound 
for Australia, and that he does not return 
to this State during the terra of his sen­ 
tence.”

Professor W inslow Upton, of Providence, 
R. L, has issued the circular letter given 
below, concerning th e total eclipse of the 
sun to occur Jan u ary 1, 1889, concerning 
the taking of certain observations by any 
person who will take the tronble to do so. 
Professor Upton wishes to have as many 
m ake the observations described as will do 
so, and send report of the same to Sergeant 
Jam es A. Barwick, Signal Officer, Sacra­ 
mento, who will forward them to th e au­ 
thor of the letter following : 
TOTAL ECLIPSE OF THE SUN, JAN. 1, 1889. 
One of the most peculiar appearances in­ 
tending a total eclipse of the sun is that 
generally known as the “ Shadow Bands.” 
They are long dark bands, separated by 
w hite spaces, which are seen on the ground 
or sides of buildings ju st before and just 
after the total phase ot an eclipse, moving 
rapidly. 
It is probable th at they are not 
real bands, but are composed of dark 
(latches which seem to the eye to make 
longhands. 
T heir cause is not yet clearly 
known, as the 
observations in former 
eclipK-s are quite discordant. 
The under­ 
signed 
very desirous of obtaining obser­ 
vations of them at various stations along 
th e line of totality, especially at places 
near the edge of the shadow, in order to 
compare with sim ilar observations made 
by him self and others. 
T he observations 
require no special instrum ents and can be 
made by any careful person. 
Inform ation 
is desired upon the following points: (1) 
the direction in which the bands lie ; (2) 
th e direction in which they m ove; (3) the 
velocity with which they move; ( I ',the width 
of the hands and their distance apart. All 
of these are likely to be differcut iiefore 
and after the total phase, so th at two sets 
of observations are needed. 
T he following 
suggestions are compiled from 
various 
sources: 
Spread a white cloth or piece of canvas 
upon the ground in any convenient open 
space. 
It is well to spread two cloths or 
pieces of canvas, one to be used before, the 
other after the total phase. 
Let each ob­ 
server be furnished with several sticks four 
to six feet long. 
About five m inutes before the tim e of 
totality, let the observer stand near the 
cloth with his back to the sun and watch- 
the cloth intently. If bands or dark patches 
are seen, place oue stick down in the d i­ 
recti u in which they lie ; after this is 
done place a second stick in the direction 
in which they are moving. 
Botlx of these 
«Iteration* should lie done deliberately, not 
hurriedly, and the sticks lett in position. 
During the total phase the observer is 
free to enjoy the scene or make other ob­ 
servance*. but it may lie well to note if 
any baads an be seen during totality, as 
some have asserted. 
At :he close ot totality the observer 
sltouid t»e at the second cloth, or at an­ 
other par: of the single cloth (if he uses 
lull one), and should repeat the observa­ 
tion* tuaife lie tore totality, placing one 
stick down in the direction in which the 
band* lie, and another in the direction in 
which they move. 
It will re seen th at foursticks are needed 
for t'tu-se observations. 
If two persons 
make the records, one should confine his 
attention to the direction in which the 
bauds i:e, the other to the direction in 
which they move. 
The bands are likelv 
to he somewhat faint and poorly defined 
so th at extrem e accuracy may not be pos­ 
sible. 
To 
siicic should not be disturbed until 
alter the eclipse, when their direction 
should oe determ ined w ith as much care 
a* p o -; !e, either by a compass, or still 
better, by a surveyor’s theodolite, if one 
is av . ii.lc. If neither compass nor theo- 
dofii 
uni, an estim ate of the direc­ 
tions sk-.u'd he made. 
The velocity with which the hands 
tr.iv.-; i* more difficult to determ ine. 
The 
estim ates vary from the speed of a man 
running to th at of an express train.

Let two persons work together, one 
having a watch with the seconds marked 
on the face.

If the observer notices any other point 
connected with the bauds, such as color, 
w hether they are straight or wavy, w hether 
they are continuous bands or m ade up of 
dark ¡ atches, w hether they fiicker or not, 
the information will be valuable.

the 
o!*servati< n 
seems unsatisfactory, either because the 
bands were not as distinct as expected, or 
for any other reason, or if the teeord is 
only fragmentary, it will still lie of value. 
T he rejiort should consist of a s'atem ent of 
th e methods employed by the observer or 
observer* in making the observations, and 
th e result obtained, with any rem arks 
upon the subject or upon other phenomena 
noted at the time of the eclipse.

The Glasgow Herald, speaking upon this 
subject, says: 
Association is one of the 
greatest clogs on the wheels of human 
progress, whether intellectual or material, 
for it is the feeling which more than auv 
other influences the uneducated and un­ 
thinking. The feeling is none the less in­ 
tense that it is unconsciously acquired, 
and that its operations do not consciously 
enter into the calculations of those who 
are under its spell. 
It is against this feel­ 
ing that such bodies as the Burial Reform 
Society find their best efforts dashed in 
vain. 
From the very earliest times it has 
been the custom to bury the dead, and 
associated with this custom are some of the 
tenderest emotions of the human breast. 
It cannot, of course, be denied that much 
of the sentiment which has so grown up 
is of the cheapest and most tawdry de­ 
scription. 
But this is precisely the kind of senti­ 
ment which finds favor with the multitude 
whether it be expressed in the ranting 
rhodomontade of the modern melo-dram- 
atic hero, or in the halting lines of the 
grief-inspired rhyme, though the very 
subject of the latter class of effusions seetns 
to exclude them from the region of criti­ 
cism. Still, the fact that an institution is 
hallowed by long usage and tender "associ­ 
ation must not be allowed to interfere 
with the fullest and freest criticism when 
it has been discovered that such an insti­ 
tution is prejudicial to the public weal. 
Recent events in Glasgow have directed 
public attention to the subject of the dis­ 
posal of the dead; and public opiuion 
seems to be slowly but surely tending 
toward the adoption of cremation. 
As we 
have said, it will be the sentimental rather 
than the sanitary aspect of the question 
which the reformers will have most diffi­ 
culty in grappling with; and the hesitat­ 
ing tone of the meeting of the Burial 
Reform 
Society held in 
Glasgow on 
Wednesday seem» to confirm this view. 
As in most cases where a long-revered 
system is broken through, the beginning is 
the most troublesome part of the proce­ 
dure: but, as One of the speakers remarked, 
it does *eeni a little odd for a body of men 
to set about arranging for “ burning them­ 
selves. 
But there is little difference be­ 
tween arranging to be burned and ar­ 
ranging to be 
buried in a specified 
piece of ground. There seems, for one 
thing, less chance of desecration of the re­ 
mains in the former case than in the lat­ 
ter. Happily we are far removed from the 
time when such a desecration of the 
sanctity of the tomb as that which over 
took the bones of Cromwell and W yclif is 
likely to be repotted. 
But even if the dis­ 
graceful scenes over the grave which some­ 
times mark the relations between Non­ 
conformists and Churchmen on the other 
side of the border could be avoided by the 
adoption of cremation, a point would be 
gained in public morality. 
The incinerated remains would not, of 
course, lend themselves to that show of 
care which is expended on “keeping the 
grave green;” but, on the other hand, rel­ 
atives would be spared the pain of seeing 
at subsequent funerals the bones of the 
former dear departed being kicked about, 
as not unfrcquentlv happens. The chapel 
which the Burial Reform Society proposes 
to erect over their crematorium would 
aliiird the opportunity at present utilized 
by friends to show the last token of respect. 
Perhaps the 
greatest obstacle 
to 
the 
adoption 
of 
cremation 
is the 
im­ 
possibility of exhuming 
for 
investi­ 
gation the 
body of any 
person who 
might after a time be believed to have 
fallen a victim to poison or other foul 
play, and the encouragement 
thereby 
given to crimes of 
this 
class. 
If, 
however, 
sufficiently 
stringent 
regu­ 
lations 
as 
to 
granting 
certification 
of the cause of death could be devised, 
which ought to be easy, cremation would 
soon become, as it seems hound ultimately 
to become, the recognized mode of dis­ 
posing of our moral remains. 
Many of the most distinguished men in 
all ranks and professions have come to 
acknowledge not only its sanitary necessity, 
but its inherent rational superiority. 
Not 
•o long ago the Duke of Argyll, It model 
Presbyterian, said, in reply to a corre­ 
spondent, that, while himself not enam­ 
ored of cremation, he could imagined a time 
when it might have to be applied in the 
crowded centers in order to save the popu­ 
lation from sanitary corruption. 
One of 
the greatest obstacles, however, to the 
adoption of the new system will be the 
power of the cemetery companies, who 
may lie expected to work the seutimental 
oracle. Naturally, also, Scotchmen will 
not, as a rule, be in haste to subscribe to a 
cremation a*sociation, although the burn­ 
ing example of its members may be ex­ 
pected to encourage the living public.

D is in fe c tin g L e tte rs . 
The American Analyst describes as fol­ 
lows the method adopted by the United 
States Government lor the disinfection of 
letters corning from districts in which yel­ 
low fever prevails: 
Letters from the 
stricken section are fumigated in a novel 
way, so that there is little or no chauce 
for the dicea¿e being brought northward. 
The letters are all stopj>ed when they 
reach the quarantine lines. 
Each letter is 
put under a machine with a long arm at­ 
tached, and this is provided with little 
teeth punctured at the ends. 
A powder 
that is used for fumigating purposes is 
forced through the arm and down through 
the teeth. 
The arm comes down on each 
letter, and, while the little teeth are per­ 
forating the letter, the powder is blown in 
between the sheets, disinfecting the letter 
thoroughly. 
We bad understood that 
after the perforations were made the letters 
were 
exposed to the fumes of burn­ 
ing sulphur. 
If the Analysis is correct 
in 
its statement, it would be a sat­ 
isfaction to know what the powder is 
which thus disinfects the letters so thor­ 
oughly. 
So far as we know, there is 110 
powder which has this power when em­ 
ployed in the manner described, and, un­ 
til we receive further information, we 
shall look upon the whole process with 
distrust.

INDUSTRIAL TRAINING. 


A U LE ÍV SA Y OF FR EI*. M. CAM P­ 


B E L L U P o » T H E SU B JE C T . 


N othing G ained by Incorporating 
Industrial Training w ith Pnl>- 
lic School System. 


T he following essay w as read before the 
State Teacher»' A sso c ia tio n T hursday by 
Fred. M. Campbell, Superintendente*»' the 
City Schools o f O akland, « p o n 
“ W h a t 
W ould b e Sacrificed by the Incorporation 
of Industrial Training with the Public 
School System?'* 
Jfr. P n w ta ir, Xcd?V and Gantiemen: 
W ill you 
a t th e outset p erm it m e to say a few v?orda o f a 
personal ch aracter ? 
In the first place, I am no t w illing to be p u t in 
th e position o f beiiig opposed to w h et is called 
—and often quite indiscrim inately, as we shall 
presently ace— m anual train in g , industrial a rt 
education, a n d th e like. 
In com m on w ith everyone else, I believe in 
polytechnic schools, m an u al train in g schools, 
schools of design, a rt schools, m echanic arts 
colleges;, trade schools. etc., an d 1 rejoice when 
such p hilanthropists as Leland Stanford and 
Dr. Coggswell give of th e ir w ealth to th e found­ 
ing an d equipm ent of such institutions—and 
can only wish th a t it m ight come into th e 
m inds 
o f 
m any 
m ore 
c f 
C alifornia’s 
w ealthy m en to do likew ise, T here is no one, 
I 
take it, opposed to such instruction in 
schools specially founded 
for th a t purjiose, 
thoroughly equipped w ith all th e necessary, 
varied and expensive appliances, an d w ith a 
corps of com petent instructors specially train ed 
tor th a t line o f w ork, and to w hich m ay be ad­ 
m itted boys w ho w ish to attend, provided they 
are of a proper age an d have reached a certain 
stan d ard oí proficiency in th e w ork oí th e 
ordinary schools. 
T h e question is, sh all it be incon»orated in 
o u r public school system ? and. as tu a l system 
by th e o rg a u ie law —the C onstitution of the 
State—consists o f prim ary and g ram m ar schools, 
shall th is line of w ork—m anual train in g or in ­ 
dustrial train in g —be m ade a regular p art of Hr* 
course of instruction in those schools? And 
even upon th is question, I object to being put 
sq u are:« in opposition. 
T hat w ould require 
th a t 
I 
should 
be in favor of throw ing 
ou t a part, and no inconsiderable jiortiwu 
either, ot our present course in th e public 
sch o o ls; as, lor instance, oraw ing as it is now 
taught. This branch has gradually tak en its 
place as a v try im portant, nay, necessary part 
o f o u r public school w ork 
It is 110 longer 
tau g h t as a m ere accom plishm ent, as th e a r t o f 
copying pictures—though even as such, h it ad 
its Value as a m eans of training th e hand and 
th e eye, an d in cultivating the taste audfthe 
ju d g m en t—bu t it is now taught as th y universal 
w ritten language of lin e s ; as the m eans of ex 
pressing every 
conceivable 
com bination of 
form, au d of every idea involving them ; as the 
very alphabet, und language, too, of ta e m e­ 
ch an ic arts : th e language by w hich the arch i­ 
tect, th e m aster m echanic and the engineer 
m ay express th eir conceptions, an d from the 
reading 
of 
w hich th e 
trained 
w orkm an, 
w herever 
lie 
m ay 
be 
can 
erect 
the 
edifice, construct the works, or m ake th e 
thiDg desired. This is m anual train in g or in­ 
du strial training, as far as it goes; this is a 
m eans of 
giving 
dexterity to 
th e ha» d, 
o f train in g th e 
y e , an i of developing ju d g ­ 
m ent, im agination, invention, etc. a u d as such 
it is of no uoubtlul value, eith er; its appliances 
are sim ple and ínexpcutíve. 
i confess, how ever, th at iu th is m atter o f pu b ­ 
lic education I am a good deal of a conservative 
—perhaps some would call m e an “old fogy.'' 
A ppreciating th e inestim able good accom plished 
by our splendid system of public schools in the 
past, and w hat it is doing to-day: know ing 
ou r present public school system and th e model 
public, school of to-day to be the result o f slow 
grow th an d developm ent—of evolution from 
very crude beginnings—I am slow to em brace 
radical changes and revolutionary m easures, 
sim ply because they are new , taking, startling, 
or have caught u n th in k in g popular favor. And 
yet J am , I hope au d believe, safely 
j re­ 
gressive, an d as 
ready 
as should 
be 
to 
favor 
changes, 
w hen 
they 
have 
been 
proven by successful experim ents elsew here, or 
dem onstrated by sound icasoniug to be clearly 
beneficial, practicable an d safe. Jt is tru e th at 
u jo n one or two occasions I have accepted, by 
request, th e position of disputant on the nega­ 
tive side of th is question in discussions some­ 
th in g lik e th is o f to day. It is, I know , the un­ 
popular side ; it affords uo opportunity for fine 
w riting, for high-souuding phrases about the 
dignity of labor, and so forth, or for entrance 
upon th a t favorite field—the abuse an d d enun­ 
ciation of existing things. 
Hut som ebody has 
to d o it. or there would be no discussion o f this 
im portant questiou w hich at present is so prom ­ 
inently before educational peo; le and th e gen­ 
eral public ; an d w ithout discussion no ju st con­ 
clusions can be reached. 
Aud so, w hile I am not han k erin g after anv 
m art Vi's crown, I accepted th e appointm ent to 
discuss on th e negative w hat would be gained 
and lost by the incorporation of m anual tra in ­ 
ing in th e nublic school system . T he questiou 
was subsequently changed to its present form, 
industrial training being substituted for m anual 
train in g —Mr K ennedy declining to accept the 
com m ittee’s appoiutm ent as th e question then 
ood. 
Just one w ord m ore of a purely personal 
nature, 
if 
you please, 
Mr. 
President. 
1 
come before you wit h very im perfect prepara­ 
tion, th e pressure of other work hav in g pre­ 
vented m e from giving a m om ent to th is them e 
or to the preparation of this p*per u n til the be 
ginning of th is week, so th a t w hat I shall pre­ 
sent will necessarily be very desultory, th e ideas 
being put ui>on pap er as the? occurred to me. 
w ithout any tim e for consecutive or orderly re­ 
arrangem ent, elaboration, or m ore careful e x ­ 
pression. 1 feel th a t th is apology is due to you 
au d to th e occasion. 
In considering ihis question we are m et at the 
very outset, and are to a certain oxreut hanwi- 
crp p ed , by a confusion o f term s; an d in the 
use of these even th e advocates of the new 
train in g or education are not agreed, and in th e 
public m ind th e greatest possible m isunder­ 
standing and confusion exists. 
It w as for th e 
p u r p le of calling attention to, and em phasiz­ 
ing this fact, th a t I ju st now referred to the 
change wh eh had been m ade iu t h j question 
to be discussed here to-day. 
It is now about a dozen years, m ore o r leas, th a t 
the clam or has been heard for th e addition to. 
o r incorporation in, our public school system of 
th is m anual training, shop work, industrial 
cducatiou. or w hatever it m ay be called, aud 
yet th e advocates of th e schem e th m- elves, 
w hile attach in g m uch im portance to the term s 
used, quite fail to a jie e as to th e ir use aud sig­ 
nificance. 
Let m e read a b rief extract from a leaflet by 


Professor C. V*'. W oodward, P re ^ d v n to f iGe St. 
Louis M anual T raining tch o o E b * » rin g d ate No­ 
vem ber i&, 1888. (This leaflet, called attention to 
th e general m isu n d eiE tan d ir^ o l term s, and spe­ 
cially reef m m ended th a t th e word industrial be 
dropped out o t use.) 
I sh all therefore ta k e U lor granted th a t after 
all, industrialtiir.uing.asvised in th 2 program m e 
M-day, m eans sim ply m anual train iu g , it it 
m eans anything, and th a t m anual training 
m e-u s train in g iu th e use o f tools. 
As ia th e term s used, so also in th e aim s and 
purposes oi th is proposed addition to th e public 
school system , and iu th e results to follow its 
incorporation, do its advocates w idely differ. 
A nd iu th is w ant of definiteness, this disagree­ 
m ent a n d vagueness, both as to w hat is m eant 
and th e results sought, lies th e chief difficulty 
in d is e a s in g th e question from th is side. 
In th is indetiuileness th e “ incorporators” find 
m eans for shifting quite readfty from a position 
in w hich they m ay find them selves w eakened, 
or fruta w hich they m ay have been dislodged, 
to an o th er ru«1 auotlrer, u n til finally they get 
back again Vo this first position. 
A m ong th e claim s set up for th is incorpora­ 
tion, a r t : 
L. T hat th is train in g should be for physical 
culture aud developm ent. 
T h at such train in g 
is necessary to develop th e m uscles of the lian a 
an d arm an d o th er parts of the body. T hat is, 
th a t m an u al train in g should be introduced as a 
kind o f gym nastics. 
2. T h at it is necessary as a preparation for 
earn in g a living. T hat as m ost children m ust 
eventually earn th eir living by some kind of 
physical labor or handicraft they should, th ere­ 
fore, be tau g h t the eiem euts of some trade, or 
given a train in g in th e u seo f tools. T hat m auual 
irain in g should be incorporated as an elem ent 
of bread-w inning. 
3. For in tellectual training, because dealing 
w ith m aterial things benefits, expands und en ­ 
nobles th e m ind. 
4. For no one or all of these, bu t for general 
w elfare. In spite o f th e public schools th e col­ 
leges, universities, denom inational schools— 
even churches, there is still m uch iu society 
thut is not right—there are still to be found 
loafers, hoodlum s, liars, thieves, gam b ers, Sab- 
bath-bieakers, drunkard.-, opium fiends aud th e 
like ; therefore, th e public schools hav e failed 
of th e ir m ission, and hence th ere should be a n ­ 
n ex ed to, ingrafted upon, o r incorporated in 
these schools som ething w hich w ill be a cure- 
all ; and this is found in m anual trainiug. shop- 
w ork or, w hatever it m ay m ean—industrial 
training. 
W hile those w ho advocate th e incorporation 
of it into the public school system differ widely 
as to w hat it is, and as to w h at is th e special ob­ 
ject of it, they are quite unanim ous that-// o ught 
to be iucorporaied : aud w ith a unanim ity quite 
as noticeable indulge in wholesale denunciation 
ot th e school system as it is—iis aim s, purposes, 
m ethods and results. Professor Leipiziger. one 
of th e leading spirits, says iu the New York 
Journal o f Education: “ The th ree R’s, if no In­ 
dus-rial education goes w ith tin m , are apt to 
p rid u c e a fourth R—ra-calism ’’ 
Our present public school system is uuscien 
tifie—it fails to incalcate rc sp .c t for honest toil 
and industrial pursuits, but on the contrary re­ 
sults in breeding contem pt for them . 
It is not suiteu to o u r tim es. 
It has come 
dow n through the las: tw o or three hundred 
years w ith little change. (If its age is a fault, let 
m e suggest right here th a t we have from these 
gentlem en upon th e platform , in essays and 
at t achera* institutes, no m ore jugg ing w ith 
the nam es o f M ilton, Comenius. Rousseau, Pes- 
tak>'Zi and Frccbel—all o f th e long ago.» 
This w holesale denunciation of our public 
schools by th e press, th e pulpit and even som e­ 
tim es by public school m en them selves, has pro­ 
duced a feeling th a t some sort of change should 
be m ade, aud upon th is vague feeling of dis­ 
trust, and th e claim s set up for m anual training 
or industrial train in g —w ith a purjKkse still m ore 
vague—rests th e p o p u lir favor in w hich th a t 
kina of train in g appea s to be held. 
f> I t is upon an o th er erroneous assum ption 
thrtr i t*c chi m f r m anual train in g is baaed. It 
is, Unit upon com ing io school pupils hav e not 
th e use ot th e ir hands; th a t th ey c an ’t handle 
things: th a t they know n o th .n g of th e n ature of 
wood, and iron, aud stone, and cloth, au d th at 
they are not acquainted w ith work. Of course, 
young children, say u nder tw elve o r fourteen 
years of age. can have no great degree of skill 
in any of ihese directions, and th e ir know ledge 
o f m aterial things m ust be slight. 
Hut we m ust 
all believe th a t th ey know m ore of m aterial 
things and have m ore skill iu th e use o f th eir 
m uscles th an anything else. Up to the school 
age th e ir w hole lives have consisted of percep­ 
tion by th e senses an d physical activity. All 
the know ledge they have has come to them 
from s.e in g aud h andling things. 
W hat they 
lack, and w hat they get now here else, as a rule, 
except at school, is m ental training. 
Here they 
get acquainted w ith books a «d here they have, 
or should have, opened up to them th e treasures 
of know ledge w hich lie stored aw ay in them 
aud are taught how to e x tract th a t knowledge! 
Try to find out am ong y our pupils who are the 
most skillful iu th e use o f th eir hands, w ho 
know most o f w ork, and you w ill find them to 
be, because of th e ir hom e surroundiugs aud of 
the course iu life they will in all probability 
follow, those w ho are m ost in need of intellect­ 
ual train iu g iu school—those who m ust get 
there, if anyw here, and iu the short tim e they 
can be in school, all th e training an d stim ulus 
they w M ever get iu th a t direction. 
A gain, toe dem and for iucorporating m anual 
training upon ou r school system comes, not 
from the m asses, not from the patrons of the 
schoo's, not from the parents o f th e pupils, not 
from the laborers an d artisaus of the country, 
but from theorists, reform ers au d the like, m en 
who them selves know little or nothing practi­ 
cally of m anual labor, bu t are anxious to lit th e 
“ masses” for tn eir “tphere.” 
And these claim 
for th is ineorpotation a solution of all social 
problem s—a cure for all social evils. 
It is recom m ended as a cure ior strikes; for 
failure in business; for political dishonesty; as a 
m entai stim ulus; as a conservator of lunguage 
uud th e ch ief m eans of its enlargem ent: as a 
rem edy for selfishness and ail its attending evils. 
As for exam ple. Chas. H. H am in his w ork en ­ 
titled “ M anual Training a Solution of Social and 
Industrial Problem s,” says: 
“ A system of education consisting exclusively 
of m ental exercises prom otes selfishness, be­ 
cause such training is subjective. 
Its effects 
How iuw ard ; tney relate to self. All m ental ac­ 
quirem ents becom e a part of self, and so rem ain 
forever, uuless they an* transm uted into things 
through th e agency of the hands. * * * M an­ 
ual training, on ihe other hand, prom otes al­ 
truism , because it U objective. 
I»s effects flow 
outw ard; they relate, not to self, but to the 
hum an race. The skilled hand co n 'ers benefits 
upon m an. and each benefit so c inferred exerts 
th e natu ral reflex—m oral influence of a good 
act upon the m ind of th e benefactor.” 
F elix Adler, one of the great apostles of this 
training, say s: "A n d now 1 w ouid point out 
how the occupations of the w o rk sh o p and the 
atelier, com bined, tend to establish in th e m ind 
of the pupil an unselfish and im personal stan d ­ 
ard of valuation w hich will prepare him ad m ir­ 
ably for th e tru er m oral estim ates of life. * * * 
His w ork is devoid of any pecuniary value. It 
is a m ere typical form. 
Its w orth consists in 
being true or in being beautiful. And a habit 
is thus form ed of judging things in general ac­ 
cording to th e ir intrinsic value, rath er th an 
th e ir superficial aualiiies. G radually. hiiu al­ 
m ost insensibly, th e analogy of the w ork per 
form ed on outw ard objects w ill be applied to 
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inw ard experience. • * • T hus ho is at the 
sam e tim e shaping his ow n c h a ra c te r. and a 
tendency of m ind is created from w hich w ill 
eventually result th e purest an d loftiest m oral­ 
ity.” 
M agnificent as a theory, bu t a bit too highly 
ideal and visionary. 
I do not th in k th e records 
of actu al experience w ill quite justify th e incor 
poration iuto th e public school system of 
m auual train iu g or industrial training, w ith 
the hope o í any sucii resu ts. T he best products 
of th e b fst polytechnic schools do not apparently 
differ in th is respect from th e products of the 
best colleges and u n iv e rsitie s; aud even if they 
did. and th is hig h ly ideal view w eie fully es­ 
tablished, it woo Id belong in th e region ot tfec 
hig h er education far above th e level of the 
public schools. 
W hen, tw o yenrs ago, I visited th e B altim ore 
T raining School, I found th e pupils engaged in 
m aking useful things. Among th e rest th ey 
w ere building a steam engine for use in th eir 
m achine shop, th e one th en in uáe having 
proved inadequate. W hen I w ent from there 
to the P h ilad elp h ia M anual T raining School, 
Professor M icA llister pronounced th e m ethods 
o f th e B altim ore school all w ro n g ; claim ing 
th a t the purpose of th is traiu ln g is uot to teach 
th e pupils to m ake useful things, but to leach 
principles, and th a t all such train in g is worse 
th an m eless except for its general educating 
effect. 
As was said at th e beginning, let th ere by all 
m eans be established schools—special schools— 
which those w ho wish m ay attend, if they are 
o f th e proper age to en ter upon such work and 
have acquired a sufficient know ledge o f the 
branches tau g h t in th e public schools to pass 
tiie necessary exam ination. But do net attem pt, 
upon so slight a show ing as 
has th u s far 
been m ade, practically or theoretically, to en­ 
graft upon th e already crow ded w ork o f tiie 
public schools th e expensive a u d doubtful ex ­ 
perim ent of this m anual training, w ith all th e 
necessary and expensive adjuncts aud p ara­ 
phernalia. 
In a report by a com m ittee o í th e 
Boston Board of E ducation, it is stated th a t this 
train in g school should be for boys o f 14 years of 
age and upw ard. T his w ould reach less th au 10 
per cent, o f th e pupils o f o u r schools. 
If such train in g w ere incorporated in the pub­ 
lic school system , is th ere any guaranty, or even 
a probability, th a t th e teaching of it would be 
any better th an th e teaching of th e brunches 
already in the Bchools, of w hich o u r m anual- 
t rain in g friends so m uch com plain? Or th a t 
the teach in g in these branches would be any 
better by reason of th e addition ? 
As for teaching trades or th e rudim ents of 
trades, it is too apparent th a t the m ere «m atter 
ers are already plentiful enough, it is a t th e top 
th a t there is plenty of room ; and it is only by 
the persistent intelligent prosecution of a trade 
or cad in g in the actual shop, w here th e real 
th in g is being done, th a t o u r young m en after 
all can ever hope to attain th at know ledge aud 
skill w hich w ill e n title them to take th e ir place 
in the highest ran k . If it be objected th a t the 
opportunities tor learning a trade are open to 
but fdw boys, it w ould not help th e m atter that 
they have h ad a bit of use of th e ham m er, the 
saw an d th e jack-plane, such a use as could te* 
given in th e public schools. Indeed, m uch of 
w hat they h ad learned would have to be un­ 
learned in th e actu al w ork of the shop, the 
m ill or the factory. 
Because th e K indergarten, w ith its songs and 
plays, an d interesting and beautiful devices 
has proven for little children so good a pre­ 
paration tor 
th e 
prim ary 
school, it 
does 
not follow th a t th e addition of shop-work, 
th e use of tools, or. in o th er words, the 
incorporation of m anual train in g into the 
prim ary and gram m ar schools, would be desir­ 
able, even ii it w ere practicable 
The great 
m ass o f th e pupils ia o u r public schoo s, as has 
been said, have but a short tim e to go to school: 
large num bers of tfiem a ie all the rest of th eir 
lives to be “ hew ers o f woud an d draw ers of 
w ater;” are to earn th e ir livi g in the sw eat of 
th eir brow s in some sort of physical labor or 
h an d icraft, and it is a crim e to defraud them of 
any portion of ihe only tim e th ey can give to 
purely intellectual w ork and training; it iscru el 
to obtrude into these few days aud hours the 
m oney-getting elem ent. 
If there is in m anual 
labor th e high physical, in tellectual and m oral 
train in g w hich is claim ed for it. as in th e pas­ 
sages w hich I h*ve read, God know s they will 
m ost of them g-1 enough of it, if they live loug 
enough, to finally die sages iu intellect, saiuis 
in m orals, an d a polios o r H ercnleses physically. 
It is not true, as is so olten charged, th a t the 
pupils iu our public schools, as such, look w ith 
contem pt upon m anual ia to r; it is not tru e th at 
such is th e tendency or inference of o u r public 
schools; and m anual train in g o r shop-w ork need 
not be advocated as an ad ju n cto u any such pre­ 
tex t. If the effect ot our public school train in g 
is to stim ulate the am bition of our boys au d our 
young m en to rise above the hum ble life of 
poverty a n d obscurity in w hich they m ay have 
been born; to lead them to strive lo r better 
things th a n a life of ignorance an d drudgery, 
th en . 1 say, God bless our public schoo s us they 
are. It is the right an d privilege oí every A m er­ 
ican boy to a sp iie to th e highest position in the 
lan d ; to com m and th e respect an d adm iration 
o f his fellows by reason o f w ealth, houor and 
fam e: 
an d 
w ith 
th e 
education 
w hich 
our 
public 
schools 
afford, 
w ith energy, 
pluck, 
and 
th e 
persistent 
following 
of a high aim and a noble aspiration le e w a y 
lies open invitingly before h im —and this is the 
glory aud th e pride of lree A m erica. B ut if 
this is, as it should be, th e effect o f ou r present 
system of public cducatiou. I repeat th a t the 
tendency is not to induce a contem pt lor m anual 
labor, lor iu th a t direction lie m any of th e most 
inviting avenues to th e greatest success iu life. 
Let Irving M. Scott, of San Francisco, or ihe 
railroad com pany here in Sacram ento, ad v er­ 
tise th a t they will tak e tw enty hoys irom 14 to 
10 or 18 years of age into th eir m achine shops as 
apprentices, an d ii the hour appointed for ap ­ 
plication is a school hour, the ciass-rooois of 
your public schools w ill at th at tim e be alm ost 
deserted of such boys. But there is no chance ior 
trying th e experim ent. N either Mr. Scott nor 
the ra lroad n-.ople can do such a thing. They 
are firmly held, as by the th ro at, by th e labor 
guilds an d trades unions, an d they are pow er­ 
less. A ud to these guilds and tin oris beioug in 
m any cases the fathers o f these very boys. 
W hat we w ant, w hat we need Inore th an any­ 
th in g else in th is direction, is a good apprentice 
law , a n a the breaking of th e pow er oi any and 
all unions or com binations oi m en, native or 
foreign born, to niev eu t boys from learning a 
trade, 
no play shop, no m anual train in g an n ex 
to o u r public schools can supply th e lack of such 
a reform 
It is no argum ent 
for the incorporation 
ot m anual train in g th a t th e Ijoys like it— 
are interested in It. o n precisely th e sam e 
arru in en - 
there 
could be introduced into 
th e Mind^y-Ecbool a Punch an d Judy snow, 
it is som ething of a boy's n ature L atufally not 
a. ways to w ant to g o the th in g he ought to d o : 
a >\ lor m any a boy, as for m any a m a n , th e b a ld ­ 
est kind of w ork th a t can be required of him 
is m ental w ork—to th in k —to study. 
Why, 
m any a boy would ju st as soou go to u circus or 
to a oasebatl m atch as to go to school, even w ith 
a m anual training adjunct; ju st as m any a m an 
would quíte as liev eg o to a p rizefig h t at the 
Sail fran cisco A thletic Club, w ith the adm ission 
fee oi $50, as to go to ch urch w here it would 
only cost him th e q u arter of a dollar pu t into 
th e plate. 
It is a p art o f the train in g given boys in the 
public scnools that they m ust go useful things 
w hen they don’t feel like, as w ell as w hen they 
do. 
And if the habit can la; formed it will 
come m ighty handy an d be highly valuable in 
alter life. 
A sau th er argum ent in favor of “ incorpora­ 
tion,” it is claim ed th at, so far from being any 
hin d ran ce to advancem ent in oilier studies, 
m anual training, as a p art o f o u r public school 
course, w ould read y induce to greater appliea 
lion, insure better work, m ore earnest applica­ 
tion to study, a;id, iu short, result in more rapid 
advancem ent iu th e 
regular 
and oidinury 
b e n c h e s now taught. 
This sounds w ell, and in 
theory is perhaps all right, though ju st a bit 
paradoxical, m aybe. B ut even as to th is, u n ­ 
fortunately, th e testim ony is not ail on one 
side. 
Listen to th is irom the P rin cip al of the 
North Ea>tou High School. In a letter replying 
lo inquiries on th is subject, he says: “ We have 
carpenten u g , cooking an a sew ing 
I h e pupils 
lost tn e ir inteicst in th eir regular studies, aud 
were constantly begging for e x tra haif-d-tys ;n 
the shops.” (This w ould perhaps be considered a 
p oint in favor oi shop-work. 
B ut th e chances 
are th a t it is not. Boys don’t usually try to get 
hold of the heaviest end of th e load j “ My fir>t 
Latin cla>s w ent to pieces. The cías» in French 
w ent to pieces m uch iu th e sam e way. 
As for 
doing good w ork it was im possible. The classes 
in physics suffered th e m ost.” 
F u rth er ou he 
says; “I am su .e th ere can be but one result— 
L earning to th in k through th e fingers sim ply 
m eans uot to be able to th in k w ithout som e­ 
thing iu th e fingers. The tendency to m aterial­ 
ize everything, w ill sooner or later produce its 
n atu ral result. ’ 
Aud now a w ord in regard to th e favorite 
form ula of the advocates of “incorporation.” 
viz.: T h a t, it is uecessary for th e developm ent 
of th e w hole ch ild , physically, m entally and 
m orally. 
A dm it th a t education iu its broad­ 
est m eaning 
does 
include all 
th at. 
W ho 
th a t ever lived on this eaith has been educated 
iu ih is wide sense? 
J he public schools are pri 
m a n ly ior intellectual training, and, incident­ 
ally, ior phvsif al and m oral training. But it is 
no m ore necessary for th e incidental physical 
train in g 
th a t 
the 
ham m er 
and 
saw' am i 
forge should be introduce i th an th at, for m oral 
training, th e catechism should be introduced. 
It is no m ore necessary th an it wouid be in the 
Sunday-school to b u n d w ith th e religious aud 
m oral iraiu iu g o f the child, Iauguage and m ath ­ 
em atics, or the carving an d m odeling of Script­ 
ural designs, because the w ft ole boy m u st be 
be developed uniform ly in a ll his powers, m oral, 
intellectual au d physical. 
The in tellectual train in g o f o a r schools and 
colleges as tney are h as developed a reasonably 
good lyp* ox A m erican cilizeu.-hip; am i tne 
ft me of A m erican m echanics, inventors, scien­ 
tists. s.-holnrs. authors, philanthropists, m oral­ 
ists, teachers, jurists. statesm en, patriots am i mjI- 
oier. .illum in th e brightest pagesof th e D istorvof 
th e nineteenth century. A na yet. alas ! they Lad 
all been deprived of m anual train in g in school. 
“ And all the w onderful progress up to th e pres­ 
en t tim e, political,social.intellectual, scientific. 
Indus:rial, u n i even th e great discovery of the 
universal efficacy o f m anual train in g itself—ail 
has been brought about by m en educated un­ 
der a system ‘wholly w rong,’ becam e ioresouth 
it did not include ‘m anual train in g .' ” 
This is pre-em inently an age of specialists. 
The range of hum an know ledge is so broad, the 
industries a e so various an a com plex th a t it 
m ust necessarily be so. 
In th e m echanic and 
industrial arts, it is as tru e as in tei-n ce. Men 
are trained in tom e special detail of the one, as 
iu trie other th eir investigations lie in some one 
p articu lar line o r departm ent. The tendency of 
th e tim es in m echanic* a u d mamiCa tu ies is 
for th e m achine to t a k e th e place o f skilled 
labor 
So th at to day, ooe m an him self, some­ 
tim es little m ore tbun a m achine, co.itrol* a 
m aveloos com bination of bands and w heels and 
eccentrics, th a t produce in a single hour aud in 
splendid perfection 
results 
whic h form erly 
would have required th e skilled labor of a h u n ­ 
dred m en a m onth. 
The spinning-w heel 
and 
band-loom w ith 
w hich } our g randm other supplied the w earing 
apparel of your lath er, have disappeared: and 
n th e dear, good old lady could ibr a m om ent 
return and iooc iu to one of tn e great m ills of 
h er ow n New 
E ngland—its h u n d red m ighty 
looms in o peration w ith ligh tn in g speed and 
th u n e n n g loar, 
u ruing out w ith m arvelous 
rapidity fabrics, of th e lik e o f w hich she never 
even dream ed, she w ould, I th in k , as she re­ 
called th e loug w eary hours spent a; h er old 
spinning-w heel and loom, heave one liu le sigh, 
eveu iu spite ot the phy-icaL iuteliec uai aud 
m oral train iu g she m u-t still rem em ber she bnd 
been getting «long w ith th e backache au d th e 
heai tache. 
A Iter your brighter t 14 or 16-year-old hoy has 
graduated.irom \o a i blacksm ith r o m in th e 
M auual Tr&minz i ep aitm en t < f th e C eveland 
or the narris*ni G ram m ar School, le: h m take 
in his b an d his final w o rk —his m asterpiece, a 
horresboe—and go w Ph you to th e G oodrtn*u*b 
Horseshoe Factory. I urff su e n iw ill be ‘^light­ 
ed. B ut if he khLUid look ju&t a little Li: diaup- 


pain*ed an d discouraged, and If upon com pai- 
ing his ow n w ork w ith that o f th e m achine he 
should throw it upou th e ground and say “dang 
it”—do n ’t m ind, you can easily m ake it all 
right. Ju st tell h im briefly th a t w ithout this 
w ork, he w ould have been educated only in ­ 
tellectually—b u t th a t now he is educated phy- 
Eiü^ly, intellectually and m orally. 
He w ill 
u n d erstan d you, an d be real happy." 
T he tim e was w hen one m an m ade th e w hole 
of each boot a n d shoe 
Go into any of th e large 
shoe factories of San Francisco, ar d you w ill see 
th a t it is not so now . 
Each of a dozju or m ore 
p a n s are m ade separately, one m an w orking 
day in and day out, m onth after m onth, at his 
special part, m&oy w ith th e aid of w onderfully 
constructed m achines. 
Iu 
m any 
of 
the 
factories th e 
operatives are C hinam en. By 
th e way, w ho so d»-ft w ith th eir fingers as the 
Chinese, w ho so skillful and dexterous in all 
kinds 
of 
m anipulation, or w ho so quick 
to 
le a n t 
to 
do 
w ith 
th e ir 
hands, 
w hatever h an d s have done, as the Chinese? 
They have alw ays m ore or less in tellectu al 
training, too, as they all can read and w rite 
and m ake arith m etical calculations. They cer­ 
tainly ought to !»e l.viug exem plifications of 
full, rouuded physical, intellectual au d m oral 
developm ent. 
A gain, “ inco rp o ratio n ” is urged because it 
w ill dignify labor 
Now, th a t is a good thing to 
do. 
A nd it o ught to be done—it possible. But 
1 c*n give you a better w ay to dignify labor th au 
to introduce it in to th e public schools us a part 
o f th e system . 
A way th at, unlike your w ay, 
shall be en tirely free from any elem ent o f doubt 
as to iis succc'S—an absolutely dead sure w a y - 
pay for it. 
Let once physical labor be rem uner­ 
ated a good deal m ore th a n any o th er kind of 
labor, aud its very nam e would a to m e shine 
resplendent w ith a golden halo o f dignity. lx;t 
m auual labor once eom m aud a rem uneration 
three or four tim es th a t given to S uperintend­ 
ents of schools and teachers, and w e would all. 
every m other’s son of us, be breaking our necks 
t*» get iuto som e branch o f it for a share in its 
dignity. 
Let th e flush tim es of “ *49 and the spring of 
’60” return, and our gulches and th e beds o f 
o u r m ountain stream s again yield up for the 
taking th eir stores o f gold in untold w ealth, and 
in th irty days th ere w ould uot be m en enough 
left in the schools oi th is state to run the 
M anual T raining D epartm ent, or any o th er de­ 
partm ent : th ey would all be up in th e m oun­ 
tains, stauding w aist-deep iu w ater, shoveling 
sand and scratching gravel w ith th e greatest 
possible dignity. 
The danger is, m y friends, of over crow ding 
our public school system —of m aking th e cost so 
great an d so burdensom e th a t a reaction w ill 
take place—a reaction in w hich will be lost 
m uch th a t h as already been gained. 
You of 
Ban Francisco know how difficult it is even now 
to provide the m ost ordinary school room ac­ 
com m odations for th e ch ilaren t f th at c ity ; 
a u d th e papers have info m ed us th at large 
num bers have been deprived of any school 
p riv ih g es w hatever—an d the sam e is tru e of 
some other cities, no doubt. 
T his 
reaction 
has 
already come in the 
city of 
Bt. Louis—St. io u is, th e M ecca of 
the incorporators—th e sent, too, of th e largest, 
most fully equipped an d best m anuai training 
school in the country—in St. Louis, w ithin reach 
of llie voice au d influence of the foremost uud 
ablest advocate of m anual train iu g in all the 
land.

Ai:d 
in

late m eeting o f tn e N ational E ducational As 
s jciitio n .

if so. are tney finally o f a k iu d aud value that 
w ould justify so revolutionary a m ovem ent ? 
Are they so m anifest, and so great, as to justify 
th e very 
heavy 
additional 
expem e, 
and 
th e 
consequent 
increase 
of 
taxation 
w ith 
its 
possible 
outcom e 
of 
disaster? 
Let us, I say, ra th e r strive to do better and bet­ 
ter the work we already have in hand. 
Let us 
give to our p upils th e fullest opportunity and 
ou r best aid to bá intelligent m en. This is th eir 
b irth rig h t, and to secure it to them the public 
schools w ere established and are m aintained. 
T hen if they becom e m echanics 
they will be 
intelligent m echanics; if they becom e farm ers, 
teachers, w riters, statesm en—w hutever 
they 
are, they will do th e ir w ork intelligently an d 
well, and they w ill be safe an d useful citizens 
o f a State th a t requires for its safety not m a­ 
chines, but intelligent, th in k in g m en. 


HO W TO G ET TO SL E E P . 


A R e m e d y P r o p o se d F o r a V ery T ro u b le­ 
so m e D ifficu lty. 
The most celebrate*! and perhaps the 
most efficacious method of procuring sleep 
th a t has been devised was originated by a 
Mr. G ardner who, amongst other things, 
had remedies for many evils, such as allay­ 
ing thirst, where no liquid elem ent could 
be procured, for im proving the eyesight by 
various ingeniously contrived glasses, and 
for api>casing hunger, 
llis sleeplessnes, 
however—resulting from a severe spine in­ 
jury in being throw n from a chaise— had 
been almost intolerable for years, until he 
discovered a means, which never afterward 
failed him of commanding sleep at will. 
The discovery caused some stir at the time, 
and many em inent persons adopted it and 
gave testim onials as to its efficacy. 
Now, 
however, th a t it has dropped almost out of 
existence it may be a boon to have its 
formula reproduced. 
The sufferer who 
has wooed sleep in vain is, according to M r. 
G ardner, to lie on the right side, with his 
head comfortable placed on the pillow, 
having the neck straight so th at respira­ 
tion may not be impeded. 
The lips are 
then to be closed slightly, and a rath er full 
inspiration taken, breathing through the 
nostrils as m uch as possible. 
T he lull in­ 
spiration taken, the lungs are to be left to 
th eir own action. 
A ttention m ust now he 
fixed upon the respiration. 
The person 
must imagine th a t he sees the breath pass­ 
ing from his nostrils in a continuous 
stream, and at th e iustant he brings his 
mind to conceive this .apart from all other 
ideas, consciousness leaves him —or at least 
so says the recipe—and he falls asleep. 
11 
this method does not at once succeed, it is 
to be persevered in, and, if properly carried 
out, is believed to Ik* infallible. 
I t is 
founded on the principle th at monotony, 
or the influence on the mind of a single 
idea, induces slum ber ; and, as such, is but 
another form of different methods which 
are fam iliar to a great many. 
Sir Thomas Brown found’ it a most ef­ 
fectual so|K>rific to repeat some verses on 
which the well-known Evening H vm n was 
founded. 
Rabelais tells us of some monks 
who, when wakeful, resolutely set them ­ 
selves to prayer, and who, before they had 
concluded halt a dozen aves or paternos­ 
ters, fell asleep. 
Franklin took his air 
hath ; Sir Jo h n Sinclair counted, w hilst 
Sir Jo h n Rennie, when engaged on public 
works, never went to sleep w ithout pre­ 
viously having his hair i-ombed a t the 
back of his head w ith a fine tooth comb 
and rubbed gently with the palm of the 
hand. 
Combing the hair, brushing the 
forehead w ith a soft shaving brush, or 
funning, all are good as sleep inducers, 
and m ight well be tried on sleepless chil­ 
dren, although perhaps the Spanish prac­ 
tice of getting babies to sleep by rubbing 
the space between the cervical aiid lum bar 
vertebrae— th at is, between the neck and 
the waist—with the hand, as it is reputed 
never to have failed, would he a shorter 
road to the same goal.— Chanil/ers’ ./<< trnul.
